The forested hillsides of Garrett County still provided 
a variety of colors last week, but not the bright hues of 
autuma. Instead there were the drab browns of crumpled 
oak leaves still clinging to their twigs; the muted grays of 
leafless maple branches; and the varied greens of hemlock, 
pine, and spruce boughs. Interspersed among these were 
the stark tans of broken tree stems and branches, sicken- 
ing leftovers from the recent ice storm — a fairly dreary 
picture for the viewer until a bend in the trail revealed the 
golden-yellow canopy of a stand of larch ready to drop its 
needles. 

Larch, a member of the pine family, is the only decidu- 
ous conifer on the Allegheny Plateau. Unlike most cone- 
bearing trees such as pine or hemlock, it sheds all of its 
needles at the end of the growing season. There are two 
species of larch in Garrett County. Our native species, 
Larix laricina, goes by the names of tamarack, American 
latch, Eastern larch, and hackmatack. It is a northern spe- 
cies typically found in swamps and bogs. Cranesvillc 
Swamp, a Nature Conservancy site in western Garrett 
County, has the distinction of being home to the southern- 
mist stands of tamarack. The alien European larch, Larix 
decidua, is actually more common in Garrett County, with 
several stands of this upland species scattered throughout 
our state forests and parks. Both their habitat and physical 
characteristics easily distinguish these two species. Tama- 
rack is a wetland species with smaller cones (less than 
3/16" long), slightly shorter needles (I" or less in length), 
and non-drooping branchlets as compared with the Euro- 
pean larch. 

Aside from its deciduous behavior, larch has the dis- 
tinction of growing further north then any other species of 
tree. Since larch is resistant to rot, it has been used for 
pests and railroad ties. Its fibrous roots were used by Na- 
tive Americans to piece together bark strips when making 
birch canoes. A tea from its bark was a folk remedy for 
everything from sore throats to constipation. But be care- 
ful if you cut down a larch: the sawdust is reported to 
cause an allergic skin reaction.

Study Says State Should Pay For 
Children’s Mental Health Care

BALTIMORE Harry 
Taylor, 17, lives in residen- 
tial care on Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore. To get the 
kind of care the socially de- 
layed boy needs for his at- 
tention deficit, pervasive 
mental, and manic depres- 
stve~-disorders;~his~ mother 
had to relinquish custody of 
him to the state 

"It was devastating to the 
whole family unit," Carol 
Taylor said at a news con- 
ference Tuesday to release 
the study "Relinquishing 
Custody — An Act of Des- 
peration” by the Maryland 
Coalition of Families for 
Children’s Mental Health 
The study was based on 176 
completed surveys conduct- 
ed over a year, and 48 fami- 
lies reported that they were 
advised to relinquish custo- 
dy. The report concluded 
that parents should not 
have to relinquish care of 
their children in order to 
gain the services their chil- 
dren need to maintain sani- 
ty. 

The study also deter- 
mined that custody relin- 
quishment and the underly- 
ing inability of families to 
obtain necessary mental 
health services are major 
policy issues affecting the 
well being of the children 
and families. In addition, 
families do not want to give 
up custody of their child. 
Third, the children involved 
had lengthy histories of ser- 
ious, chronic mental health 
disorders 

Families, the report 
showed, persistently sought 
every opportunity they 
could before giving up their 
children. 

"I’ve talked to dozens of 
these parents and the child 
welfare system is broken,”

said Nancy Pineles, attorney 
with the Maryland Disabili- 
ty Law Center. "The sys 
tems are not funded; they 
(agencies) don’t cooperate 
together each agency 
protecting its own turf 
don’t take responsibility for 
really difficult cases.” 

Families were most likely 
to~consider—custody 
quishment when 
more of the following fac 
tors were present: repeated 
hospitalizations, children 
being cared for by non-birth 
families, the family’s feeling 
that the child was not ready 
to leave the hospital, and 
private insurance 

"We can predict with 80 
percent accuracy which 
families will be faced with 
this custody issue,” said 
Karen A. Friedman 
tion vice president and one 
of the study’s authors 
"These kids have such com 
plex medical and complex 
needs, it’s no surprise that 
the families end up dealing 
with multiple agencies 

The coalition recom 
mended enacting state legis 
lation prohibiting the trans 
fer of custody in order to 
access needed mental 
health care services. It also 
wants expanded state re 
sources for children’s men 
tal health services, a diffi 
cult thing in a state facing a 
nearly $1.8 billion budget 
deficit 

The organization suggest 
ed expanding the use of vol 
untary placements in situa 
tions where children can’t 
be cared for at home, pre 
serving guardianship so that 
families retain full parental 
rights, requiring the state to 
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inform families of their 
rights, strengthening the 
family and child relation 


ship while the child is not 
living at home, ending the 
practice of charging families 
with abandonment when 
they refuse to pick up their 
child from a hospital, and 
expanding mental health 
care for children 

Also attending the news 
conference were Sam and 
Maria Cheek, who said they 
witnessed their 14-year-old 
son plummet into the 
depths of mental illness 
The boy, Andrew Stanton, 
now is at a residential treat 
ment center in Baltimore, 

Stanton has tried to kill 
himself numerous times, his 
parents said, and one time, 
the Cheeks had to stay up 
all night to assure their son 


wouldn’t go into the kitch 
en, get a knife, and poten 
tially attack the family 

Each time Stanton would 
enter the hospital, his bills 
would equal the insurance 
cap and he would have to 
leave 

Like Taylor, the 
Cheeks, had to relin- 
quish control of their child 
to assure continued care for 
his illness

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GC Natural Resources Program 
Develops Timber Harvest Data

Timber harvest data 
management at Green 
Ridge State Forest in west- 
ern Maryland will now be 
accomplished with 21st cen- 
tury technology thanks to a 
project recently completed 
by Peter Skylstad, associate 
professor of Natural Re- 
source Wildlife Technology 
at Garrett College, and 
Wesley Ewing, a recent 
graduate of the NRWT pro- 
gram. 

Skylstad and Ewing used 
the latest geographic infor- 
mation systems technology 
to georeference images on 
hand-drawn topographical 
maps. For over 40 years, the 
Green Ridge State Forest 
has used paper maps to 
keep track of all timber har- 
vests, and the system was 
cumbersome and outdated. 
Skylstad and Ewing were 
able to digitize the bounda- 
ries of the harvest areas and 
link all historical data to 
each polygon. Harvest areas 
were sectioned into over 
350 polygons and historical 
data then tied to each poly-

gon. This information .on 
over 350 timber harvests 
over the last 40 years can 
now be retrieved by com- 
puter. Now all timber har- 
vests will be mapped using 
global positioning system 
technology, and data will be 
entered into the new digital 
system that Skylstad and 
Ewing helped develop. 

In expressing his appre- 
ciation of the work accom- 
plished, Green Ridge State 
Forest manager Francis 
Zumbrun said, “This pro- 
ject was something I had 
wanted to do for the past 
several years, but I never 
had the know-how, or the 
time to learn how to do it, 
or the funds to pay someone 
to do it. I tried out the new 
digitized timber maps 
(developed by Skylstad and 
Ewing), by overlaying them 
over the Arc View topog- 
raphic maps we use in forest 
management on a daily ba- 
sis 

"Everything works ex- 
ceptionally well," Zumbrun 
commented. "The timber 
harvests are located exactly

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Historic Naylor 
Home To Be On 


Red Cross Tour

toric A.D. Naylor home in 
Oakland,. owned by Butch 
and Ann Byrne. The tours 
will take place on Dec. 6 
and 7, from 4 until 9 p.m.

Other homes on the tours 
this year are those of Royce 
and Leslie Warnick, Sean 
and Jodi Nichols, Bob and 
Beverly Everett, and Jack 
and Sue Parker. There is 
also a church on the tour, 
the Paradise United Meth- 
odist Church. - 

Situated on the corner of 
Fourth and Green streets, 
the A.D. Naylor home has a 
commanding view of a por- 
tion of the north and east 
sections of Oakland. From 
1909 until 1999, it was the 
home of Mr. Naylor and his 
descendants. The last mem- 
ber of his family living in 
the home was his grand- 
daughter, the late Mary 
Naylor Bennett. 

The house was built in 
the 1880s by the Rev. Benja- 
min Ison, a Methodist min- 
ister. After his death, Ison's 
widow and children lived in 
Washington, D.C. Naylor 
purchased the house from 
the Ison estate in January of 
1909. Prior to” that” date; 
Naylor had lived in a house 
on Liberty Street. It was on 
land that is now part of the 
Masonic Lodge parking lot. 

There is an interesting 
note about the construction 
of the house by Rev. Ison. 
The bricks came from a kiln 
that was located near the 

Dead Pond. (The Dead 
Pond is a loop of the Little 
Youghiogheny River that 
was isolated when the B&O 
railroad was built.) This kiln 
also supplied bricks for the 
old courthouse, the sheriff's 
residence, and the jail that 
was once along the north 
side of Green Street, across 
from the Naylor home. 

A barn once stood be- 
hind the house, but it is un- 
clear if it was built by Nay- 
lor or Ison. A chicken coop 
and run were also located in 
the backyard. 

The tall columns of the 
present front porch were not 
part of the original struc- 
ture, but they were added 
after Mr. Naylor purchased 
the house. His granddaugh- 
ter, Miss Bennett, added a 
new porch floor around 
1995. The wall facing 
Fourth Street was added by 
Mr. Naylor. 

For a number of years, 
the house was covered with 
ivy, which leached out a 
significant amount of the 
mortar between the bricks. 
Naylor had the brickwork 
repointed and then painted 
the house white. 

During the 1950s, the 
barn was torn down and the 
chicken coop removed. 
Later, the new rooms on the 
back of the house and the 
garage were added. 

Tickets for the tours are

Senate meeting. "We're not 
just going to sit back and 
Wait and sé what happens.” 

Instead, the system may 
have to rely on tuition in- 
creases to make up for the 
deficit. 

Kirwan has formed a 
task force to discuss tuition 
increases, which were previ- 
ously capped at 4 percent. 
That unofficial maximum 
was broken this year when 
tuition for state residents 
rose 5.5 percent 

Along with likely tuition 
increases, Kirwan said his 
focus will include providing 
need-based aid to ease the 
financial burden 

"I'm very concerned 
about the erosion of need- 
based aid,” Kirwan said. "I 
think we face a real risk of 
excluding a large fraction" 
of potential students. 

Without additionalfuads, 
higher education officials 
fear budget cuts could hind- 
er development of programs 
that have helped Maryland 
schools climb in national 
rankings 

The state’s new leaders 
say they do not want to 
harm the state’s progress in 
higher education. 

"We're both very strong 
proponents for higher edu- 
cation,” said Lt. Gov.-elect 
Michael Steele. "We're try- 
ing to be realistic, but also 
optimistic.” 

For eight years, the 
state’s colleges and universi 
ties enjoyed record funding 
under Gov. Parris Glenden- 
ing, who boosted overall 
higher education funding by 
64 percent 


Kirwan vowed Thursday 
to be a strong representa- 
tive for higher education in 
Annapolis this spring, spe- 
cifically saying he would ad- 
vocate smaller cuts for the 
state’s flagship university in 
College Park. 

Ihe system is also begin 
ning a “Maintain the Mo- 
mentum" campaign, calling 
on support from alumni, 
business leaders, and par- 
ents. 

"We clearly don’t know 
yet what actions will be tak- 
en by the state," Kirwan 
said. "I feel quite hopeful 
about his (Ehrlich’s) com- 
mitment to higher educa 
tion. I think we're just go- 
ing to have to see how 
things will unfold over the 
next couple of months.”

"People have been on the 
outs and they want to get 
in,” Ehrlich said. 

The governor-elect had 
been vacationing with his 
family in Ocean City, but 
cut it short for a congres- 
sional vote on homeland se- 


curity and for the an- 
nouncement of the council 
members.

Taxpayers Due 
Refunds Sought 


The Internal Revenue 
Service is trying to locate 
Maryland taxpayers who are 
due tax refunds from their 
2001 and prior year federal 
income tax returns. In 
Maryland, 1,485 federal re- 
fund checks, totaling over 
$1,004,588 were returned to 
the IRS by the postal serv- 
ice marked "Undeliverable." 
These check amounts range 
from a low of $1 to a high 
of $10,980 with an average 
of $676 

According to Jim Du- 
pree, an IRS spokesman for 
Maryland, "These taxpayers 
may have died, moved, or 
changed their last names 
during the year and the IRS 
was not notified, or the ad- 


dress on their tax return 
may simply have been illegi- 
ble." 

When a refund is re- 


turned by the post office, 
IRS attempts to find the 
taxpayer and deliver the 
check, but there are some 
who cannot be found 

Nationwide, nearly 
97,000 checks amounting to 
over $80 million were re- 
turned to the IRS by the 
Postal Service marked "Un- 
deliverable." The IRS can 
reissue the checks after tax- 
payers update their address- 
es. 

This year, a new Internet 
feature makes it easier for 
taxpayers to track down 
whether they have an unde- 
livered refund. The service, 
which lets people check on 
the status of refunds on-line 
at any time, is available 
through the "Where’s My 
Refund?" section on the 
IRS home page at http:/ 
WWW. irs.gov/ 

"With this new Internet 
feature, it’s easier than ever 
for taxpayers to track down 
an undelivered refund 
check," said Dupree. 

To use the site, taxpayers 
must enter their Social Se- 
curity number, their filing 
Status (such as single or 
married filing jointly), and 
the amount of the refund 
shown on their 2001 tax re- 
turn. When this information 
is submitted on-line, taxpay- 


ers see a web page that 
shows the status of their re- 
fund check. Taxpayers also 
get instructions to ‘resolve 
problems, whether it’s an 
undelivered refund check or 
some other refund-related 
issue. 

Taxpayers without access 
to the Internet who think 
they may be missing a re- 
fund check should first 





check their records or con- 
tact their tax preparer, then 
call the IRS toll-free assis- 
tance line at 1-800-829-1040 
to update their address. 

"We want to get this 
money back to where it be- 
longs," Dupree said. "It’s a 
simple process. As soon as 
taxpayers get us their cor- 
rect addresses, we can reis- 
sue the checks.” 
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Taxpayers can avoid un- 
delivered checks by choos- 
ing to have their refunds 
deposited directly into a 
personal checking or savings 
account. Direct deposit also 
guards against theft or lost 
refund checks. The option 
is available on both paper 
returns and electronically 
filed returns. More than 
39.7 million taxpayers na- 
tionwide chose direct de- 
posit this filing season, up 
17.5 percent from last year. 

Refund checks go astray 
for reasons that can vary 
with each taxpayer. Often, 
it’s because a life change

Deep Creek Lake (basin code 05-02-02-03), located in 
central Garrett County, is identified on the State's 2002 list of 
WAQLSs, due to elevated levels of mercury in fish tissue 
Therefore, the Department is establishing a TMDL of mercury 
for Deep Creek Lake. The TMDL sets the maximum load limit 
for this substance.

ANNAPOLIS — Gov.- 
elect Bob Ehrlich signifi- 
cantly syspassed his oppo- 
nent in campaign contribu- 
tions in the most expensive 
gubernatorial race in Mary- 
land history, according to 
the candidates’ campaign fi- 
nance reports. 

According to a report 
filed by the Ehrlich cam- 
paign to the Marylaad State 
Board of Elections Tuésday, 
the Republican and his run- 
ning mate, Michael Steele, 
raised $2.78 million from 
Oct. 21 to Nov. 19. The 
amount is more than dou- 
ble that of Democrat Kath- 
leen Kennedy Townsend's 
total during that time peri- 
od, which was approximate- 
ly $829,000. 

Ehrlich’s campaign raised 
$10.4 million during the 
race, while Townsend 
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Ehrlich, Townsend Collected Nearly 
$19 Million In Gubernatorial Race 


pulled in $8.5 million. Their 
combined total eclipses the 
1998 gubernatorial cam- 
paign between Gov. Parris 
Giendeaik ead Republican 
Ellen Sauerbrey, when their 
combined campaign fund- 
raising totaled about $6 mil- 
lion, the second highest in 
Maryland ‘history. 

"I think two conclusions 
can be drawn from this,” 
said Henry Fawell, Ehrlich 
campaign spokesman. "One, 
that the Republican base is 
as strong as ever, and two, 
that independents and con- 
servative Democrats trust 
Bob." 

"We're very proud this 
campaign raised the second 
most in Maryland history,” 
said Peter Hamm, Town- 
send campaign spokesman. 
"Unfortunately, the guy who 
raised the most in the 
state’s history was her ‘op- 
ponent. Ehrlich got the job 
done in terms of raising 
money.” 

Both candidates pulled in 
big name endorsements to 
attract contributions. 

In early October, Presi- 
dent Bush attended a rally 
for Ehrlich that raised $1.8 
million, providing the cam- 
paign with one of its largest 
boosts. 

Former President Clinton 
rallied for Townsend twice 
in less than a month before 
the election, pulling in 6ver 
$750,000 for the lieutenant 
governor. 

To the Ehrlich campaign, 
however, it was the little 
known endorsements that

"Bob will be the first to 
tell you that the contribu- 
tions that meant the most 
were in the number of small 
checks from people of all 
backgrounds," said Fawell, 
who noted that most of 
those chi¢cks were less than 
$20. 

However, Ehrlich’s key 
to winning was not money, 
Hamm said, but rather in 
getting out the vote. 

"The loss was mostly un- 
related to money,” Hamm 
said. "That’s not to take 
anything away from the 
Ehrlich campaign’s fund- 
raising. They did a good 
job." 

Hamm blamed the ex- 
pensiveness of this year’s 
gubernatorial race on the 
cost of media advertising. 

"It’s TV — TV advertis- 
ing plain and_ simple," 
Hamm said. "If they did not 
keep charging more and 
more for these ads, the 
campaigns all over the 
country would not be so ex- 
pensive." 

While TV may have been 
a possible contributor to the 
high numbers, Fawell cited 
another factor.

A Mother's Story Of Family And AIDS 


. By David Foster 

There are all manner of illnesses that can strip a family of a 
loved one before his or her time, but only one killing illness can 
have the practical effect of stripping a family of its love, if allowed 
— but one Garrett County family stubbornly refused to let AIDS 
break the God-given bonds of what it means to be family. 

This is the story of Jean Fafrack of Mtn. Lake Park, her late 
son Michael Wilson (1951-1995), and the rest of their family, 
who did not let their permanent bonds of love be broken by the 
temporary interruption of death, even if it came about in a way 
some people choose to refuse to understand 

I griginally thought our names should be anonymous, 
becayse it might change people's memories of my son if 
they/knew he was gay and had HIV and AIDS before he 
dieg@; but that wouldn't get the message across the same 
way. I never did — and still don't — want to hide him 
away. I've come to almost think that God sent this experi- 
ence to us to show us what it really means to be a family 

Since my son died I've seen families crying at the AIDS 
Quilt displays in Washington, and heard mothers and 
fathers there saying, "I wish I had done more, | just want 
him back, I wish we'd been closer." I'd just like to tell eve 
ryone reading this, whether their family is dealing with an 
illness or not 
can." 

Michael was my oldest child, born at Garrett Memo 
nal, the first of my boys. He graduated from Southern 
High School in the late 1960s, made good-grades, had lots 
of friends, and was very good in his music and art studies 
Not long after he graduated from the University of Mary 
. land, where he studied computers, he enlisted in the mili 
tary. After his four years were up, he left the service and 
eventually got into computer and electrical work in Rich 
mond, Virginia, in a job that sent him all over the country 
for long assignments, including several nuclear power 
plant construction projects. At one point he lived and 
worked in Jacksonville, Florida, for a three-year stint 

He was full of life, always smiling, and always 
kind word for everyone

* Well, he did go to the doctor in February, and a month 
later he calls and the conversation went like this 

"I've got something to tell you, and you may not like it." 

"I know what it is — you've got AIDS.” He started cry 
ing, and I said "Why are you crying?” 

You won't love me anymore." 

"What?? You're my son, and mothers love their chil 
dren no matter what — and I love you. Now we know that 
there are no more secrets between us,.and I can't help you 
unless you stay in touch with me. Now we know what we 
have to do, and you know what you have to do — and if 
you don't I'm going to come down there and beat yeur 
ass." 

Mike laughed at this, and said "You're a mean-mother, 
nice mother's don't beat their grown sons."

Later Mike told me that conversation with me had 
meant a lot to him because I stuek with him when he 
needed it. I said, "What else would I do?" 

Although I had suspected Mike was gay for a long 
time, I never said anything about it because I trusted him 
and wanted him to live his own life. I really feel | knew 
years and years before he told me. He later said that he 
didn't want to tell any of us because he thought he would 
lose his family, which was a ridiculous thought — and we 
told him so 

The moments from the time Michael told me he was 
sick to the time he died are filled with good memories 
The family really drew together for him. When he came 
home the first time after he got the news from the doctor 
he was very worried about telling his brothers he had 
HIV. I got on the phone and called them all to get them in 
here from where they live in Ohio, and I told Michael he 
would have to tell them face-to-face himself 

When all the boys were here, they went out onto the 
porch and he told them, adding,. "Ifyou want me to leave, 1 

His brothers responded by taking him in their arms 
and holding them. I was so very proud of them all! Later 


their question fo me wasn't, "How can this have hap 
pened?” but instead, "How can we help?” | told them 
Don't ostracize him, show him you love him, and stay in 
touch and visit with him often" — and that's what they 


did 
Don't get me wrong, being a family is not always a bed 
f roses, and we had some members who didn't come to 
séechim. until be ciéd — but the immediate family of his 
brothers, their wives, and their kids all had great quality 
time with him, and helped make him happy by letting him 

nto their lives 

Mike was diagnosed with HIV in February of 1989 
and stayed in Richmond for almost two more years before 
moving back home. He spent the last 34 years of his life 
iving with me in this house. He even got a job at Nay- 
lor's, and.he was up front about his condition but, they 
hired him anyway, and he was very careful about his con- 
tact with people. Many of the his co-workers used to 
) see him after he got sick and had to stop working 
They even came in and decorated to throw him a birthday 
party. The folks at Naylor's were just wonderful to him, 
and I'll never be able to say "thank you" enough, either to

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When he got sick the Hospice workers came in every day 
and they treated him wonderfully. They'd even come by if 
he didn't need any care, just to visit and cheer him up. 
That was very important to us. 

As | said, Mike enjoyed everything life had to offer, 
and he even found enjoyment in reaching the 5-year mark 
with HIV. When he was first diagnosed the doctor said he 
had between | and 5 years left, so we knew if we got to 5 
years we'd be doing good. When we made it, he wanted 
to go out to dinner to celebrate, which we did. He ‘was 
truly happy, and said “After 5 years J still only have HIV and 
not full-blown AIDS — I've been lucky." 

From the time he was a boy Mike had always loved 
Swallow Falls, and he would often go there to paint or 
just to think. One time about five months before he died 
his brother was visiting us and Mike said, “J have to see 
Swallow Falls again, I have to find myself. Please teke me 
there." We took him out there in his wheelchair, and he 
got on his feet and walked near the edge of the cliff above 
the falls, and we said, “Get down from there," and he 
turned and said very peacefully, "God won't let me fall." 

Things got pretty rough there toward the end, but the 
week he died he woke up after midniglit on Monday, and 
said that he had to pee. I said, "I'll get the bottle," and he 
said that he wanted to use the bathroom himself. So I got 
him to the bathroom, and when he was finished I tried to 
get him to go back to bed but he wanted to sit up and 
watch some television. We flipped through the channels 
and found a channel playing slow music, and he said “J 
want to dance one last time." So | pushed all the chairs back 
away from the hospital bed we had in the living room and 
we danced around the room for a few minutes before he 
sagged, and I said, "You'd better lie down, if you fall I 
won't be able to get you up." He laughed and said, "Jt 
would be worth it for a last dance with you." 

[Two days later, on Wednesday, Mike was unrespon- 
sive all day long with heavy, raspy breathing. We knew 
the end was near, and told him it was OK to go, but he 
wouldn't. I knew that he especially loved one of his 
brother's singing, so I whispered in his ear, "Do you want 
to hear your brother sing?" Although he had been unre- 
sponsive, he immediately started moving his head as if he 
was looking for his brother. I went to the porch and 
“*>rought him in, and he took his brother into his arms and 
sang into his ear in a whisper, and Michael immediately 
calmed down and got a big smile on his face 

And then he was gone 

I've had people ask me, "How did you feel that your 


son was gay, that he had AIDS?" My response always is, 
"He was my son, what else was I supposed to do? I love 
him, and when he was hurting and sick is when he needed

me more than ever.” I've been asked to x 

other families with a member who was ill AIDS, and 
I told them, "These boys come home because they need 
‘to be loved, and you need to give them that-and close in 
as a family to support him." One family didn't understand 


the disease at first, but they loved their son and brother © 
anyway and gave him that love; anqther family never did - 


and missed their chance to love him, which is very sad. 


I think there are a lot of young gay men who move © 


away from here to protect their families, because their 
lifestyle still isn't acceptable here in Garrett County, and 
then come home after they get sick — if the family will 
take them in. But a family has to take them in, and cannot 
shun them because they don't understand or don't want to 
listen. 

A family does not give up on its kids. I've had people 
criticize the gay lifestyle to me, and even get belligerent 
and hateful. To that I say, "Unless you've lived it as a par- 
ent yourself, don't knock it." We didn't choose this as a 
family, but we used it to grow closer; we never con- 
demned Michael for what he was, because we know he 
didn't choose it it was the way he was made — and we 
loved him the way he was. How many people can say 
their home life, their family, is perfect? We can't, but that 
doesn't stop us from loving each other 

Michael wrote a letter for us to read after he died, and 
part of it went like this: "My greatest gift in life came from my 
family. Some of this came from the blood and some from the 
valuts I was raised with. Respect for others and the ability to 
open my heart completely to the pains and joys of others. To be 
there with open arms and open heart for anyone who might need 
an emotional helping hand. It was not until I reached the end of 
this life I've journeyed through that I truly saw the fruit of this 
labor of love..." 

I guess what all of this shows is that in a family there is 
love enough for everyone.

In a relatively short amount of time, rap star Eminem 
has established himself‘as a talented performer and lyr 
cist, an outrageously conceited primadonna, an outspoken 
and unapologetic homophobe, and a promising actor 
Most people who know who he is seem to have a strong 
‘opinion of him one way or the other, and this translates 
into perhaps his most notable talent: the ability to create 
controversy. His first feature film vehicle, 8 Mile, perpetu 
ates this tendency, showcasing all his talents and his 
flaws, within the gritty urban world of 1990s Detroit Di 
rected by Curtis Hanson (L.A. Confidential), it is loosely 
based on Eminem’s own early experiences as a fledgling 
white artist in the African-American-dominated industry 
While the film is gritty and realistic, and its star shows he 
is very much up to the challenge (at least of portraying 
himself), I can’t help but feel it makes a mountain out of a 
mole hill. Like sports movies, it portrays its subject matter 
as a much more signifjcant activity than it really is. I'm 
sure for Eminem rapping is the most important thing in 
the world, but this film, written by Scott Silver, seems to 
be making it into some kind of life-and-death struggle, as 
if its lead character is going to get shot dead if he doesn't 
figure out how to properly bust a rhyme 

Eminem (whose real name is Marshall Mathers) plays 
“Rabbit” (whose real name is Jimmy Smith Jr.), a tal 
ented young rapper with a modest reputation at the local 
club, who is first seen losing a rapping battle before a 
crowd of jeering black audience members. Added to this 
humiliation is the shame that he is forced to live with his 
trailer-trash mother (Kim Basinger) and her predictably 
abusive redneck boyfriend (Michael Shannon). Although 
he works part-time at an auto plant, he’s hardly able to 
make enough cash to make ends meet, and he dreams of 
escaping his poverty-stricken home by making it big in the 
music business. Among his friends are Future (Mekhi 
Phifer), who hosts the club's rafetournaments, and Wink 
(Eugene Byrd), who claims to have a connection to the 
recording industry. But Wink is also connected with the 
members of the Free World gang, the rivals to Rabbit's 
own posse, and the tensions between his friends and ene 
mies often escalate to the threat of bloodshed. Meanwhile, 
he meets an attractive if slutty girl named Alex (Brittany 
Murphy), whose presence in the movie stems from a 

pressing need for the lead character to have a sex partner 
There is no doubt that the acting in this movie is very 
good and that Eminem and company are very serious 
about their subject. Director Hanson skillfully creates the 
oppressive nature of urban poverty with the dirt, grit, and 
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darkness that remains prevalent throughout (almost every 
scene takes place at night). But as with almost every ap- 
pearance I've seen from Eminem, including sound bites, 
['V appearances, and videos, he seems to take himself too 
seriously, which is off-putting when he’s playing a charac- 
ter you're supposed to like—I don’t care how good a rap- 
per he is. (I'll admit this seems to be an industry-wide trait 
in rap artists.) Kim Basinger, who has truly stunk up the 
last several movies I've seen her in, at least manages to 
come off reasonably believable in her small part, and 
Murphy is engaging even as she is unnecessary. The sup- 
porting cast is adequate, and the music (most of which is 
by Eminem) is a testament to why rap music took hold in 
the first place: gutsy, tough, and full of the attitude that 
gives itmeaning. ****

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Michael Steele Makes History As 
First Black Lieutenant Governor

ANNAPOLIS — If Mi- 
chael Steele runs for gover- 
nor sometime in the future, 
don’t vote for him because 
he’s black. That’s not what 
he wants. 

"That would cheapen it," 
said Steele, who will be- 
come Maryland’s first black 
lieutenant governor on Jan. 
15. "Don’t give it to me just 
because I’m a black man." 

Che color of Steele’s skin 
is hardly his most notable 
feature The 6-foot-plus 
former chairman of the 
Maryland Republican Party 
towers over colleagues, re 
porters, and constituents 

However, just 
Steele stands out 
crowd for other reasons 
than skin color doesn’t 
mean he’s not in touch with 
Maryland’s African-Ameri- 
can community. When Afri- 
can-American voters asked 
the Rev. John Heath about 
Steele during the guberna- 
torial race, he gave them a 
signal 

"I told them he’s a broth- 
er," said Heath, community 
affairs liaison at Coppin 
State College and former 
black Republican candidate 
for House of Delegates. "In 
my community, that’s a 
code word for ‘he under- 
stands the black communi-

I know the 
are important to black peo- 
ple in the state. I bring that 
voice to those people," 
Steele said. "What African 
American has had direct in- 
fluence on Parris 
Glendening past 
eight years 
Elect Bob Ehrlich 
and Steele’s victory, howev 
er, is not a victory for the 
state’s black population in 
terms of issues, said David 
Paulson, spokesman for the 
Maryland Democratic Party. 

"It’s less important that 
he made history, but rather 
more important what he 
does when it’s time to make 
policy,” said Paulson. 

Heath knew from

time Ehrlich chose Steele as 
his-running-mate—it-would 
have enormous implications 
for 


the state’s African- 
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American community. 

"Michael's impact hits so 
many areas as a Republican 
and as an African-Ameri- 
can,” said Heath. "He opens 
up a door that says, ‘Hey, 
we can access, we can make 
a difference, we can be in 
positions of power.” 

Steele’s new job is a sign 
of things to come, said Paul 
Ellington, executive director 
of the Maryland Republican 
Party. 

"It shows everyone, not 
just African-Americans, but 
all minorities, that Republi- 
cans can win in Maryland," 
said Ellington. "It opens up 
the halls of power in An- 
napolis to African-Amen 
cans.” 

The Prince George's 
County native is no stranger 
to leadership. In addition to 
serving as chairman of the 
Maryland GOP from 2000- 
2002, Steele was chairman 
of the Prince George’s Re- 
publican Central Committee 
from 1994-2000. He also 
served on the board of trus- 
tees at his undergraduate 
alma mater, Johns Hopkins 
University, from 1981-85. 
Steele has his law degree 
from Georgetown Universi- 
ty. 


Ehrlich’s choosing of 
Steele was not without crit- 
icism. The campaign of 


Democratic rival Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend accused 
Ehrlich of not being in 
touch with Maryland's black 
community. Murmurs of 
Ehrlich choosing Steele to 
"lure" black voters circulat- 
ed quietly among state 
Democrats. 

Others labeled Steele a 
token addition to the Ehr- 
lich campaign. In its editori-

al endorsement of Town- 
send, the Baltimore Sun 
said Steele "brings little to 
the team but the color of 
his skin." 

"The thought that they 
could only see me as ‘just a 
black man’ was insulting,” 
Steele said. "It showed a 
failure to understand the di- 
versity of African-Ameri- 
cans." 

Criticism of Steele by 
black Democrats echo those 
of black Democrats nation- 
wide who have a tendency 
to turn on black Republi- 
cans, Heath said, labeling 
them as traitors. 

"What we have now is a 
situation where people 
don’t know history," Heath 
said. "It was the Democrats 
who kept Jim Crow laws 
Every advancement African 
Americans have made, a 
Republican had to be there 


to help." 

Many in the black com 
munity, Steele said, are 
joining the party as "pro 
gressive conservatives,” or 
rather people who want 


change but maintain tradi 
tional family values. 

"If our party ever gets it 
together, and we will, we'll 
realize the power of our 
message to attract blacks, 
Hispanics, women, and oth- 
er minorities," he said. 

At the candidates’ only 
televised debate in late Sep- 
tember, there were reports 
that Townsend supporters 
passed out Oreo cookies to 
represent Steele, joking he 
was black on the outside 
but white in the middle. 
Paulson denied the incident 
happened and said the only 
documented accusation 
came from Ehrlich spokes-

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man Paul Schurick. 

Steele, however, said an 
Oreo cookie rolled to his 
feet during the debate. 

"Maybe it was just some- 
one having their snack, but 
it was there," Steele said. "If 
it happened, shame on 
them if they are that imma- 
ture and that threatened by 
me.” 

But issues of race were- 
n’t the only topics for which 
Steele came under fire. 
While running on the GOP 
ticket, the Maryland Repub- 
lican Party paid him $5,000 
a month in consulting fees. 
However, Steele had al- 
ready been doing the same 
work for no charge before 
joining Ehrlich’s campaign, 
and there is no salary for 
the chairman of the Mary 
land Republican Party. 

Steele, however, said he 
still had a job to do just like 
Ehrlich and Townsend. 

"The bottom line is that 
it was not unethical, it was 
not illegal, and it was not 
immoral,” said Steele, who 
said he checked with the 
Republican Party’s lawyers 
before accepting the money. 

The title "first black” isn’t 
an unfamiliar one for 
Steele. He was the only Af- 
rican-American GOP chair- 
man in America when elect- 
ed to the position in 2000. 
And he’s not worried about 


working with black, or any 
other, Democrats, © even 
though they dominate the 
General Assembly. 

"There will be fights, and 
some of them will be parti- 
san. That’s the sport,” 
Steele said. "But we’re will- 
ing to work together to 
make Maryland successful.” 

Steele will focus on is- 
sues concerning blacks in 
Maryland such as crime, ec- 
onomics, and development 
in their communities. He 
criticized the Glendening 
administration for not 
working hard enough to al- 
leviate crime problems in 
the state’s African-Ameri- 
can communities. 

Success as a lieutenant 
governor may make the 
concept of a black governor 
more of a reality, and that 
that black governor could 
be a Republican is just an- 
other sign of the progres- 
sion of the party, Steele 
said 

"It’s not an easy transi- 
tion. A lot of people don’t 
want (black Republicans) in 
power. A lot of people 
didn’t want me to be lieu- 
tenant governor and, to be 
honest, there were people 
who didn’t want me to be 
head of the Maryland Re- 
publican Party," Steele said. 
"I try to meet those chal- 
lenges head on.” 


Doctors Say Looming Cuts To 


Medicare Rates

WASHINGTON 
Salisbury’s Dr. John She- 
nasky has had just about 
enough. Hit earlier this year 
with a 5.4 percent cut in 
Medicare reimbursements, 
Shenasky said he may aban- 
don his 27-year urology 
practice if the federal gov- 
ernment goes through with 
a threatened 12 percent cut 
over the next three years. 

"That’s one of the things 
that will push me over the 
edge,” said Shenasky, 60 
"You can only work so 
hard, and when you're not 
getting fair compensation 
for what you do, retirement 
is My option.” 

The next round of cuts, 
which are scheduled go into 
effect Jan. 1, comes as doc- 
tors across the state say 
they are already working 


more hours and seeing 
more patients each day to 
help cover rising health 


costs and malpractice pre- 
miums. 

"The ability of physicians 
to practice medicine in 
Maryland is in crisis,” said 
Dr. Catherine Smoot-Hasel 
nus, president of the state’s 
medical society. 

But other advocates say 
that while there may be 
problems with health care, 
poor doctors is not one of 
them. 

"There is evidence mil 
lions of senior citizens can’t 
afford medicines that doc- 
tors are prescribing,” said 
Robert M. Hayes, president 
of the Medicare Rights 
Center. "There is evidence 
physician income gnay not 
be rising. But thére is no 
evidence of them (doctors) 
facing bankruptcy or not 
making decent livings.” 

Hayes and others say 
they do not begrudge doc- 
tors their money, but that 
there are other areas of the 
health care system where 
the money is more urgently 
needed. 

At issue are new reim- 
bursement rates for doctors 
treating Medicare patients. 
The new rate formula, 
which grew out of the Bal- 
anced Budget Act of 1997, 
led to the 5.4 percent cut 
this year and was scheduled 
to bring further cuts over 
the next three years 

The next cut was sup- 
posed to have been official- 
ly announced on Nov. 1 by 
the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services, but 
that announcement was de- 
layed so the centers could 
re-examine data used in the 
formula. Center officials 
said they hope to announce 
the upcoming cut on Dec. 
2, and that it is still expect- 
ed to go into effect Jan. 1. 

The exact amount of the 
next cut will not be known 
until the announcement, but 

hk ne ie ' bbaie 
4.4 percent. 

Hayes speculates that 
there are political pressures 
behind the delay in an-

nouncing the next round of 
cuts. The American Medical 
Association has been lobby- 
ing against what it sees as 
potentially explosive cuts. 

The AMA estimates that 
if the full 12 percent cuts in 
Medicare payment rates are 
implemented over the next 
three years, Maryland physi- 
cians would lose about $164 
million, or $15,668 per phy- 
sician. 

"If they don’t fix the 
formula, we won't even take 
the patients who are 64 go- 
ing on to Medicare, or take 
new patients,” said Dr. Paul 
Fleury, an internist from 
Pocomoke. "With 50 per- 
cent getting decreased and 
external costs going up, we 
are at the end of the road 
as far as being able to ab- 
sorb pay cuts.’ . 

The independent, non- 
partisan Medicare Payment 
Advisory Commission urged 
Congress to get rid of the 
current formula and replace 
it with one that updates 
prices paid for physician 
services without also trying 
to control the total cost of 
physician services under the 
program. MedPAC has also 
suggested the new formula 
increase payments to physi- 
cians by 2.5 percent next 
year. 

But the General Ac- 
counting Office said Med- 
PAC’s recommendation 
would cost approximately 






















$106 billion over 10 years. 
That increase has the po- 
tential to infringe on funds 
set aside to expand Medi- 
care. 

"Congress needs to first 
enact a drug benefit for 
Medicare beneficiaries be- 
fore it starts increasing pay- 
ments to providers beyond 
fixing formulas that are in- 
correct,” said Paul Cotton, 
senior legislative represen- 





tative for AARP. 

Hayes conceded 
physicians are facing a 
tough time, "but the tough 
time doctors face is nothi 
to what most people wi 
Medicare have trying to get 
medicine.". 

"With continuing tax cuts 
and shrinking resources, 
tough decisions have to be 
made. We vote for prescrip- 
tion drugs," he said.

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THE SUN — In December, sunlight heur$ each day 
scarcely change; December opens with 9 hours 34 minutes 
and ends with 9 hours 24 minutes. December opens with 
7:20 @.m. sunrises; the last day of December will have a 
7:39 a.m. sunrise. Early December sunsets are about 4:54 
p-m., which slide to 5:03 p.m. on December 31. Winter of- 
ficially begins about 8 p.m. on December 21, when the 
sun’s direct rays reach farthest south (latitude 23.5 degrees 
south). Daylight is then shortest (9 hours 21 minutes) and 
the night, longest (14 hours 49 minutes). It is also on the 
first day of winter that the midday sun is lowest, cresting 
only 28 degrees above the southern horizon. In December, 





both dawn and dusk last a little more than an hour. So 
one can view the fainter stars as late as 6:30 a.m. (dawn) 
and as early as 6 p.m. (dusk) 

THE MOON — A very slender crescent moon may be 


seen at dawn the first two days of December. The moon 
nearly passes in between the Earth and sun on the 4th. 
The moon should be easily seen as a slender crescent low 
in the western dusk on December 6. Each following eve- 
ning the moon appears higher and grows in lighted width, 
becoming half full on December 11. For a few days before 
and after this date, the moon (then resembling a, letter 
"D") is at its best for crater and mountain spotting with 
binoculars and telescope. The moon will be fullest on the 
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night of December’ 19-20, then appearing on the edge of 
the star group Gemini and near the planet Saturn. By the 
26th the moon will have left the evening sky, affording 
great views of the winter evening stars in the East. As the 
year draws to a close, the moon will again be a crescent 
in the southeastern dawn. 


THE. BRIGHT PLANETS — Our nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine steady, un- 
like the bright night stars that twinkle. A second planet 
enters the late evening sky in December. The easiest 
planet to view is Saturn, which lies to the left of the star 
group Orion. After Saturn has climbed half way up in the 
east, you will notice a much brighter point of light low in 
the east. This is the giant planet Jupiter. Both Saturn and 
Jupiter are wonderful telescopic targets; Jupiter displays’ 
its large moons while Saturn has great rings. We shouldn’t 
forget the brilliant planet Venus in the southeastern dawn, 
rising three hours ahead of the sun. In early December, 
the dull planet Mars appears near Venus. The planet 
Mercury can be seen low in the western dusk in mid De- 
cember 

DECEMBER’S BEST SIGHTS In December, the 
star group Orion appears in the early evening sky. Orion’s 
trademark is his belt of three stars in a row. Above and to 
the left of the belt are Orion’s shoulder stars, including 
the bright pink star Betelgeuse. Below and to the right of 
the belt are Orion’s feet stars, including Rigel, Orion’s 
brightest star. In December the star group Cassiopeia ap- 
pears as a starry "M" high in the north. December is also 
the month when the Big Dipper begins to reappear low in 
the north northeast. The two top stars of the Dipper point 
left to the North Star , Bi in the northwest is the spar- 
kling white blue star Vega. Above Vega is the Northern 
Cross, which stands upright in late December about 9 p.m. 
just above the northwestern horizon.

WASHINGTON — Rob- 
ert Huber dropped 30 
pounds, increased his ener- 
gy, and improved his health, 
not with a fad diet or obses- 
sive exercise, but by walking 
30 minutes a night with his 
wife, and eating less meat 
and more vegetables. 

The 72-year-old Cheverly 
resident not only lost weight 
— he reduced his chances 
of developing type-2 diabe- 
tes by 71 percent. 

"Before the program, | 
did very little exercise and 
the weight was becoming 
too much for me," Huber 
said.

ANNAPOLIS The 
good news about visiting 
family and _ friends ~ this 
Thanksgiving is that airport 
security is now a smooth 
operation, but whether leav- 
ing by plane, train, bus, or 
car, holiday travelers can 
expect to face a crowd. 

A year after new federal 
security rules were imposed, 
the state says that catching 
a flight out of Baltimore/ 
Washington International, 
the region's busiest airport, 
should be faster and more 
efficient than last year. The 
experience might even be 
pleasant 

"I found them to be very 
organized, very professional, 
and very courteous," said 
Thomas Imperiale, a Tow- 
son attorney who noticed 
BWI security improvements 
throughout the summer. 
"Because they were so or- 
ganized..you moved very 
quickly.”

Customer satisfaction isa 
welcome change for the air- 
port, which struggled with 
long waits last year after the 
federal government chose 
BWI to field-test new 
screening procedures and 
security personnel. With a 
year"of experience — and 
added security checkpoints 
and employees — the air- 
port is ready for the turkey 
day surge. 

"The big difference in 
Thanksgiving travel is the 
difference in no lines," said 
Melanie Miller, a BWI 


spokeswoman. "We strug- 
gled through security last 
year.” 


Lines may look long, say 
frequent airport users, but 
it takes, at most, 15 minutes 
to weave through security, 
even at the piers serving 
busy Southwest Airlines. 

Signs telling passengers 
to have bags, lap-top com- 
puters, and cell phones 
ready for inspection also 
help speed the searches. 

One tip: Miller suggested 
packing film in carry-on 
bags to save time, since new 
inspection equipment will 
ruin film.

Women concemed about the effects of taking 
prescription hormone replacement therapy (es- 
trogens and/or progesterone) are considering 
alternative medicines to help relieve symptoms 
associated with menopause. When taken by 
mouth, compounds referred to as isoflavones 
(found in soy) appear to be a safe and effective 
way to reduce hot flashes and the risk of os- 
teoporosis. In menopausal women, soy provides 
a type of isoflavone that acts as a weak estrogen 


cohosh (also known as 
squawroot). cuenroot) Wile considered safe when taken in 
appropriate doses for up to 6 months, it should 
not be used during pregnancy or nursing. A 
widely studied commercial product containing 
black cohosh is Remifemin. Some feel that this 
product may need to be taken every day for up to 
8 weeks to achieve its maximum effect.

For Zechariah, one of Israel's 
20,000 priests who ministered in 
the Jerusalem Temple, it was like 
winning the lottery. There were 
twenty divisions of priests and 
they alternated responsibility for 
conducting the morning and 
evening sacrifices for the whole 
nation. Within each division pre- 
siding over these rituals was de- 
cided by the drawing of lots 
Many priests might live a whole 
lifetime without ever gaining the 
privilege of offering the temple 
sacrifice. Those who did counted 
it the greatest of their lives. 

Finally, it was his division's 
turn and the lot fell on him. What 
joy he must have felt. His whole 
priestly life had been focused on 
this day. Then, at last, after so 
many years, that day arrived. But 
Zechariah was unprepared for 
what he would experience 

Sometime after he uttered the 
traditional invocation—"May the 
God of mercy enter the sanctu- 


ary and be pleased to the 
sacrifice of his people”— 
Zechariah, saw so ing he had 


not nome. ih there appeared 
to him an angel of the Lord stand- 
ing on the night side of the altar 
of incense. And Zechariah was 
troubled when he saw him, and 
fear fell upon him" (1:11,12) 
No Child Was Given 
Isn't that a bit strange? 
Zechariah was a priest and both 
he and his wife, Elizabeth, were 
“righteous, before God.” So why 
should he, a man, dedicated to 
serving in the spiritual realm of 
life be “troubled” and afraid at the 
appearance of one of God's 
messengers? Why would he 
invoke the presence of the Lord 
and then be struck with fear when 
God revealed his presence? It 
was not because he did not 
believe in God, but that he did not 
believe that God believed in him

The late Walter Russell 
Bowie discerns in the nativity 
narratives of Luke a pattern of 
fear, When the angel appeared to 
Zechariah, “fear fell on him.” 
When Gabriel came to Mary in 
Nazareth , she was “greatly 
troubled.” When the shepherds 
in the fields of Bethichem expe- 
rienced the ic chorus, “they 
were filled with fear.” And the 
message of the angels in each 
case was directed at this holy fear. 
to Zechariah. “Do not be afraid,” 
Gabriel said to Mary. And to the 
shepherds abiding in their fields, 
——— proclaimed, “Be not 


So there are two kinds of fear 
that Luke lifts up for us. There is 
the fear that keeps me from 
believing that God will 
to my prayers. That kind of fear 
means that we do not really trust 
God to come, care and provide for 
us. We lack faith because we 
believe the promises of God are 
not valid for us. Nothing is more 
paralyzing than that craven fear. 

But there is another kind of 
fear, a holy fear thet comes as a 
sudden recognition of the reality 
of God in my life. This is a sense 
of overwhelming awe and won- 
der that says to us, if we listen 
with any attentiveness, “Do not 
be afraid.”

« tant part of American life since 
about the 1860s..The three decades 
following the Civil War saw the intro- 
duction-of the velocipede — the bike 
with the big wheel in front and ‘the 
small one in back — followed-by the 
first “safety” bicycle in 1890, The bal- 
loon-tire models were the standard 
from the 1920s until about 1955. 

Not just bicycles, but related matexi- 
als are also collected. For example, 
items offered for sale on eBay includ- 
ed a poster featuring an 1893 Colum- 
bia bicycle ($750); a match safe from 
1900 issued by the Barnes White Flier 
Company ($350); and a Christmas cata- 
log published by Schwinn in 1951 ($60). 

To find out the value of your bicycle, 
you should contact an expert. Lorne 
Shields buys, sells and appraises vin- 
tage bicycles and is a nationally 
known collector.

MADD Says Maryland Drunken- 
Driving Laws Not Tough Enough

WASHINGTON — De- 
spite a slew of tough new 
laws to reduce drunken 
driving, alcohol-related traf- 
fic deaths are on the rise in 
Maryland, earning the state 

a "C" on a national report 
a released last Thursday. 

The Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving report card 
praised Maryland's leaders 
for passing legislation to 
outlaw open containers, cut 
the blood-alcohol limit to 
08, and crack down on re- 
peat offenders. But the re- 
port also said the state’s 
work is less than halfway 
done, with only 18 laws of 
the 37 that MADD wants. 

Maryland’s overall grade 
dropped since MADD’s last 
report card in 2000, when 
the state received a "B-." 
Theslower grade is due in 
part to the number of 
deaths caused by drunken 
drivers. 

After several years of de- 
cline, the number of alco- 
hol-related deaths in Mary- 
land rose from 225 in 2000 
to 290 in 2001, according to 
federal highway officials. 
The percentage of alcohol- 
related fatalities also rose, 
from 38 percent in 2000 to 
44 percent in 2001, which 


was 3 percentage points 
higher than the national 
average

the mid-Atlantic chapter of 
the AAA said that Mary- 
land should have gotten 
more credit for its legisla- 
tive accomplishments. 


"We certainly applaud 


MADD for bringing drunk 
driving once again to the 
forefront of people’s 
minds,” said Myra Wieman, 
the AAA spokeswoman. 
"But we also want to say 
that in the year 2002, Mary- 
land did an unbelievable job 
in the legislature. To give 
us a ‘C’ when we made such 
major strides with the legis- 
lature... We think that 
should be looked at again.” 

Stacy Kurnot, the execu- 
tive director for MADD in 
Maryland, said the group 
has already identified its 
top two legislative priorities 
for 2003 —, making the re- 
fusal to take a breathalyzer 
test the same as failing a 
test, and making the penal- 
ties for vehicular man- 
slaughter and _ vehicular 
homicide the same. 

MADD is also calling on 
state lawmakers to increase 
penalties for drivers with 
blood-alcohol contents 
greater than .15; reduce the 
blood-alcohol limit for re- 
peat offenders; make it il- 
legal for underage youth to 
possess, buy, or try to buy 
alcohol; and increase liabili- 
ty for businesses that let 
drunken patrons drive.

The 
few calls she has received 
have come from people 
having problems finding a 
doctor to accept them as 
new Medicare patients, she 
said. 

"For the state of Mary 
land, over the last four to 
five years, the leading issues 
have been the rise and fall 
of HMOs and prescription 
drugs,” said Holzer. "Most 
of the calls surround those 
issues rather than problems 
with access to physicians 
It’s just not as great an is- 
sue like these others that 
have taken the forefront 
with seniors.” 

But physicians say it will 


become an issue if some- 
thing is not done. 

An American Medical 
Association study earlier 


this year said 24 percent of 
physicians nationwide have 
either limited the number 
of Medicare patients that 
they treat or plan to put 
limits in the next few 
months. The study also 
found 80 percent of doctors 
who are 50 years or older 
may consider leaving or cut- 
ting back their practices if 
the Medicare cuts go into 
effect. 

A survey by the Ameri- 
can Academy of Family 
Physicians reported 17 per- 
cent of family doctors have 
decided not to take new 
Medicare patients since the 
cuts that went into effect in 
January. 

But a spokeswoman for 
the Center for Studying 
Health System Change, an 
independent advocacy 
group, said the studies by 
medical associations should

A Medicare Rights Cen- 
ter survey of 30 state health 
insurance programs and 
Medicare-advocacy organi- 
zations also failed to turn 
up significant problems with 
access, said Deanne Beebe, 
communications director for 
the center. Maryland was 
included in the survey, but 
did not report any prob- 
lems. 

Eight of the 30 states 
surveyed Tennessee, 
Missouri, Arizona, Virginia, 
New Hampshire, Texas, 
Rhode Island, and New 
Mexico have received 
more calls since January 
from people who cannot 
find a doctor. But half of 
the states said their Medi- 
care patients were already 
struggling to find doctors, 


even before the January 
2002 cuts 

Similarly, the Center for 
Studying Health System 


Change also found the 
number of doctors willing 
to take Medicare patients 
was already falling before 
the Jan. 1, 2002 cut, from 
71 percent in 1997 to 68 
percent in 2001. 

Advocates also point out 
that Maryland is im a rela- 
tively better position to 
start: The state had 20 doc- 
tors per 1,000 Medicare 
beneficiaries in 1999, com- 
pared to a national average 
of 15.7 doctors per 1,000. 
Of these physicians, more 
than 55 percent of family 
physicians are 50 or older 
and 31 percent are 60 or 
older.

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Farmers Wary Of Plan To Preserve 
Environment, Encourage Farming

WASHINGTON — A 
project aimed at using exist- 
ing federal programs to 
keep farming viable, while 
preserving the environment, 
is being touted by Maryland 
agriculture officials in the 
fight against the onslaught 
of farmland development. 

But where bureaucrats 
see hope, some farmers see 
cause for concern. They 
worry that the Delmarva 
Conservation Corridor pro- 
ject will just mean more 
government intervention 
and more inducements to 
take farmland out of pro- 
duction in the name of con- 
servation 

Although the program 
has a lot of potential, the 
director of government re- 
lations for the Maryland 
Farm Bureau is wary. 

"It's an open idea out 


there that hasn't been 
formed,” Valerie Connelly 
said. 


Not formed may be put- 


ting it mildly.»The only 
thing that appears to be 
certain is that participation 
in the program will be vol- 
untary 

There are no boundaries 
to the Delmarva Conserva 
tion Corridor, which could 
encompass the whole penin 
sula. Beyond the goals of 
preserving farmland and 
protecting the environment, 
there is no framework: It 
could include some or all of 
32 government programs, 
from land conservation to 
biomass energy grants, or it 
could call for new pro- 
grams 

"There’s a lot of confu 
sion at this moment and a 
lot of misunderstanding and 
a lot of concern," about the 
proposal, said John Hall, 
director of the Kent County 
Agricultural Extension. 

Maryland officials held 
two public meetings on the 
project this week, Monday 
at_ Washington College and 
Tuesday at Salisbury Uni- 
versity. Virginia and Dela 
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ware officials were expected 
at both meetings and are al- 
so holding their own fo- 
rums, said Royden N. Pow- 
ell Ill, assistant secretary 
for Maryland’s Resource 
Conservation Office. 

Hall said he hoped that 
the public forums would 
ease farmers’ worries. But 
that did not appear to be 
the-case at the first forum 
in Easton last week. 

At that meeting, -Mike 
Milke said that farmers like 
him mainly fear two things 

development and "para- 
doxical government pro- 
grams" like the Conserva- 
tion Reserve and Conserva- 
tion Reserve Enhancement 
programs that preserve 
farmland by taking it out of 
production 

Both programs retire 
land in exchange for an an- 
nual rental payment that is 
worth more than if the land 
had been tilled. Since many 
farmers rent farmland, how- 
ever, they do not receive 
the financial benefits of 
land retirement. 

The retirement programs 
simply "take it (land) away 
and take it away,” leaving 
little for farmers, Milke 
said. Instead of helping 
farmers, it hurts them by 
providing less acreage for 
the same amount of crops. 

"Easements, things like 
that, will help us more," 
Milke said. 

Talbot County landowner 
Tom Hughes agreed with 
Milke that "the economics 
of the situation are really 
tenuous right now" for 
farmers. But he said land 


retirements are not as 
threatening as farmers 
think.

Caring for Your Christmas Tree 

If your tree has been cut for more than one hour, recut 

at least one inch from the trunk and place the tree in plain 


water immediately. If you are not going to take the tree 
inside until later, store the tree out of the wind and sun in 
an unheated sheltered area such as a garage or porch. Do 
not expose the tree to freezing temperatures at any time 
Make certain the container has sufficient capacity to keep 
the trunk in water all the time. A fresh tree may use more 
than a gallon of water a day 

Because your tree is a natural product, you can expect 
to find some dead needles, small limbs and grasses in the 
tree. Clean the dead materials from the tree before you 
bring it inside. This step may not be necessary if you pur 
chase the tree from someone who shakes the tree when 
you buy it. If the tree is stored outside in water for several 
days, recut a half-inch from the stem just before you take 
it inside 

Once your tree is inside, you can care for it by placing 
it in a stable tree stand that will hold at least | gallon of 
water. Keep the trunk base covered with water. Check the 


water level each day. Keep the tree away from heat 
sources such as hot air ducts, radiators, fireplaces and 
television sets. Remember that heat will dry your tree out. 
The most important tip I can offer here is to check all 
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Christmas Tree lights, other electric decorations and elec- 
trical appliances for wear (frayed cords, for example). Do 
not use lights, decorations or appliances with worn electri- 
cal cords. Use only UL approved electrical decorations 
and extension cords. 

Additional safety tips: 

- When placing the Christmas tree in your home, make 
sure to keep it away from doors to keep an emergency 
escape route clear in case of fire. 

- Avoid combustible decoration. 

- Keep metal foil and tinsel away from electrical sock- 
ets. 

- Always turn off the electrical decorations before going 
to bed or leaving home. 

- Make sure your smoke detector and fire extinguisher 
are in good working order. 

- Never place candle or open flames near the tree.

Weekly Dairy Market Outlook— by Ken Bailey, Penn 
State University 

Headline: Market Reports Look Bleak : Cow numbers 
higher - Butter and cheese stocks high - Futures prices 
look better The market news does not look favorable to 
milk prices, at least not for the rest of the year. The milk 
production report shows cow numbers in U.S. dairy herds 
are on the rise. And, the Cold Storage report indicates 
cheese and butter stocks are well ahead of year ago levels. 
More milk, more cheese, more butter, and lower milk 
prices! First, the milk production report. October milk 
production was up just 2.3 percent over.a year ago. This 
rate of growth is lower than in previous months, which is 
a good sign. But a closer look reveals a disturbing fact 
cow numbers increased 8,000. head above the previous 
month. The market was expecting cdw numbers to con- 
tinue a downward trend that started in September. It is 
not a good idea to disappoint the market. Nine of 20 
states in USDA's list of top dairy states increased cow 
numbers in October 2002 over October 2001. Most of 
those states are in the West. But some are from the Mid- 
west and East: New York, Ohio, Illinois, lowa, and Vir- 
ginia. The Cold Storage report indicated that both butter 
and cheese inventories in October were well ahead of year 
ago levels. Butter stocks, at 164.4 million pounds, is 63 
percent higher than a year ago. American cheese stocks 
were at 505.5 million pounds, about 9 percent ahead of a 
year ago. Total cheese inventories at the end of October 
were ahead 8 percent relative to a year ago. These stocks, 
however, don’t yet reflect the inventory draw down that 
could be expected from the Holiday Season. So there is 
still hope! USDA announced the Class I base milk price 
for December. It’s $10.52 per cwt, down 8 cents per cwt 
from last month. That implies a Boston Class I price of 
$13.77 per cwt, and therefore a December 2002 MILC 
payment rate of $1.43 per cwt. Thus a higher MILC pay- 
ment rate will help offset lower market prices. This bad 
news may be short lived. The futures markets are now 
showing that Class III prices will rise above $10 per cwt 
starting in January, and peak at a robust $13.16 per cwt in 
September 2003. One can interpret this to mean that the 
market is expecting the milk supply to slow down, and 
demand to pick up

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Fieldwork Remains 
Behind Schedule 


Wetconditions continued 
into last week, allowing 
Maryland farniers only 2.8 
days suitable for fieldwork. 
The excessive moisture once 
again delayed soybean har- 
vest and small grain seed- 
ing. Soybean harvest pro- 
gressed 8 percent from the 
previous week despite the 
wet soil. Soybeans are 63 
percent harvested, 36 per- 
cent behind last year, and 
27 percent behind the five- 
year average. Winter wheat 
planting is also behind at 83 
percent, 16 percent behind 
last year, and 12 percent 
behind the average. As 
colder weather approaches, 
many farmers are abandon- 
ing plans to plant fields in- 
tended for wheat. 

All Maryland counties 
have received above normal 
amounts of precipitation for 
this month so far. Rainfall 
ranges from 2.5 inches in 
Garrett County to 5.7 inch- 
es in Wicomico County. 
Departure from normal 
ranges from 0.4 inches 
above normal in Garrett 
County 16 3:3 itches above 
normal in Wicomico Coun- 
ty. The abundance of mois- 
ture has been increasing soil 
moisture levels. Topsoil is 
rated 44 percent in surplus, 
54 percent adequate, and 2 
percent short. Subsoil mois- 
ture is rated 11 percent sur- 
plus, 67 percent adequate, 
18 percent short, and 4 per- 
cent very short. 
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Md. Horse Board 
Releases State 
Census Results 


The results of the first- 
ever statewide census of 
horses reveal an industry 
with assets valued at $5.2 
billion and expenditures of 
$766 million. There are 
more than 87,000 horses, 
ponies, mules, donkeys, and 
burros in over 20,000 loca- 
tions around the state. Ap- 
proximately 38,000 people 
are involved in the industry, 
according to the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture. 

"This study is important 
because it shows the signifi- 
cant value and size of the 
equine industry in Maryland 
and provides a baseline 
from which we could, con- 
duct further research and 
track changes," said Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Hagner 
R. Mister. "This count is the 
first step in understanding 
the economic importance of 
the industry to the state.” 

Census forms were 
mailed this summer to 
23,000 potential horse own- 
ers and stable operators in 
all segments of the industry 
from racing to recreational 
riding. The survey asked for 
information on the sale of 
horses, land area allocated 
to equine uses, number of 
horses owned, expenditures, 
and value of assets. The re- 
sults reflect the number of 
equine animals in Maryland 
in the fall of 2002 and ex- 
penses and assets during 
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the previous year. 

"These numbers are not 
surprising to us,” said state 
statistician Norman Ben- 
nett. "We felt certain that 
the industry was large, but 
did not have any numbers 
to validate our thoughts. 
The county-by-county data 
will give us a clearer picture 
of the industry and provide 
useful information for poli- 
cymakers, land use plan- 
ners, business owners, and 
for animal health provid- 
ers.” 

County-by-county data 
will become available by 
late December. The Mary- 
land Horse Industry Board 
commissioned the Maryland 
Agricultural Statistics Serv- 
ice to conduct the census. 

The purpose of the 
Maryland Horse Industry 
Board is to promote the 
horse industry in Maryland 
and to license boarding and 
rental facilities in the state.

$18,000. Details will be defined in future meetings. After 
a brief discussion the board decided not to set aside a 
board retreat date until after the holidays. 

Ross presented a proposal for a one-day conference in 
late January/early February that would cost $3,500 to stage 
with costs to be deferred by fees for attendees. Its purpose 
is to lay the groundwork for the telling of the chamber’s 
story on tourism and business development for Garrett 
County based on economic and survey data. The board 
voted unanimously to proceed with the planning and exe- 
cution of the conference. 

Ross introduced three "key players” who have recently 
become part of the Garrett County business community: 
Cheryl DeBerry, agricultural marketing specialist; Eric 
Urfer, director of the Adventure Sports Center Interna- 
tional; and Glenn Shields, owner of Deep Creek Aviation 
Services. 

DeBerry told the board that she works on behalf of any 
resource-based industry and will be developing marketing 
plans. A major focus will be the creation of an exhibit hall 
at the county fairgrounds, which may house a commercial 
kitchen for canning of local produce and a market place. 


Urfer spoke of the far-reaching implications of the in- 
ternational adventure sports center to be developed on 
Marsh Mountain. He described the venture as a unique 
undertaking with broad-based appeal and strong economic 
potential. Currently the geo-technical testing for the first 
phase of construction is under way. 

Shields explained that short-term plans for the Garrett 
County airport include scenic tours and flying instructions 
while long-term plans include expanding services and ex- 
tending the runway to accommodate business jets. 

There will be no board meeting in December. The next 
meeting will be held Thursday, Jan. 16.

The Garrett County 
commissioners recently ap- 
proved the creation of seven 
agricultural preservation 
districts containing 853 
acres. Two of the properties 
are in the southern portion 
of the county, while five are 
in the Accident area 

The purpose of creating 
agricultural districts ‘is to

Pending state approval of 
these seven properties, 
nearly 9,000 acres will now

The Garrett County com: 
missioners presented their 
annual list of legislative re- 
quests to local lawmakers 
this week 

Senator John Hafer and 
Delegate George Edwards 
reviewed the list of nine is- 
sues that the officials would 
like addressed in the 2003 
Maryland General Assem- 
bly 

One of main issues of 
concern to the commission- 
ers this session is wind 
farms, which are slated for 
construction in the county 
The officials asked Hafer 
and Edwards to add lan- 
guage to the Annotated 
Code of Maryland Tax- 
Property Article to amend 
yw add that wind generating 
powered farms are not ex 
empt from. personal prop- 
erty tax 

Commissioner Wendell 
Beitzel explained that cur- 
rently the term "utility" ap- 
plies to.companies produc 
ing a certain amount of 
megawatts. If a wind farm 
produced under that num- 
ber, it would not be consid- 
ered a utility, he said, and, 
therefore, would be exempt 
froni personal property tax- 
es. The county, in return, 
would loose the benefit of 
those tax dollars 

Commissioner Fred Hol 
liday added that what con- 
stitutes as a utility company 
should also be spelled out in 
any legislation and not ap 
ply to small windmills for 

rivate electrical use 

The commissioners also 
requested that the lawmak 
ers introduce legislation that 
would allow the them to in- 
crease the maximum weight 
of. all vehicles on county 
roads to 80,000 pounds 
This would be consistent 
with the weight limits for 
state highways. 

Beitzel said truckers us-

ing Sand Flat Road off U.S. 
Rt. 219 to get to state Rt. 
135 are being ticketed by 
law enforcement agencies 
because their trucks exceed 
the county's current weight 
limit. To avoid getting tick- 
ets, truckers are having to 
go through Oakland to ac- 
cess Rt.

The commissioners also 
requested legislation that 
would better determine how 
highway user revenues are 
distributed.

Lake Park, and Loch 
Lynn all have the same 
21550 AIP code, it is diffi- 
cult to pinpoint a vehicle 
owner's residency and how 
to distribute the correct rev- 
enue 

Gregg explained that 
some incorporated munici- 
palities have experienced a 
25 to 30 percent loss of reve- 
nue. Holliday -added that 
the number may actually be 
as high as 50 percent 

The commissioners re- 
quested that a line be added 
to-a-motor-vehicie-registra- 
tion that would list the vehi- 
cle owner's current 9-1-1 ad- 
dress, rather than a post of- 
fice box or rural route, and 
town. The proper revenue 
could then be given to the 
proper municipality 

Edwards said the issue 
may be resolved through the 
Motor Vehicle Administra- 
tion rather than through the 
General Assembly. He said

Who were those 5,000 
people whose lives came to such a sudden and vio 
lent end in Pompeii, a city of about 25,000 that 
flourished for over 600 years? On the other hand, 
some individual people, geniuses such as Michelan- 
gelo, are well known today because of their astound- 
ing and unique contributions to the world. And who 
really cares whether or not people 1,000 years from 
now know who we were? A million years from now, 
everything that is here now will be gone anyway 

Finally, in learning all about the various artists, 
the many Caesars, and the several hundred Roman 
Catholic popes, what is brought into perspective is 
that people are still people, and even those who lived 
500, 1,000, and 2,000 years ago had the same faults 
and frailties that we have today. War, greed, selfish- 
ness, and arrogance are all there, along with the 
many good traits that we enjoy 

Perhaps a taxi driver put it best yesterday when he 
said in rather broken English, "I have traveled quite 
a lot, and I have learned that people are really the 


same everywhere 


We all get up each day, get 


dressed, go to work, take the children to school, and 


just do the best we can."

Opening Day Tally 
Up Across State, 
But Down In GC 


Preliminary reports on 
the opening day of the fire- 
arms deer season, collected 
from check stations by 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Wildlife and Heritage Serv- 
ice staff, show that hunters 
took 15,473 deer, up 7 per- 
cent from last year’s pre- 
liminary opening day num- 
bers.

CBC began over a cen 
tury ago when 27 conserva 
tionists in 25 localities, led 
by_ ornithologist . Frank 
Chapman, changed the 
course of ornithological his 
tory. On Christmas Day 
1900, the small group of 
conservationists initiated an 
alternative activity to the 
‘side hunt," a holiday prac 
tice typical of the time pe 
riod. This "side hunt" was 
an activity in which teams 
competed to see who could 


shoot the most birds and 
small mammals. Instead of 
this hunt, Chapman pro 


posed to identify, count 
and record the birds they 
saw, thus founding one of 
the most significant citizen 
based conservation efforts 
that has now become a cen 
tury-old institution 

Apart from its attraction 
as a social, sporting, and 
competitive_event, CBC re 
veals scientfic information 
about the winter distribu 
tions of various bird species 
The CBC is important in 
monitoring the status of 
resident and migratory birds 
across the Western Hem 
sphere.

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Bald Eagle Comeback Could Be Victim 
Of Its Dwn Success, Supporters fear

WASHINGTON .- Bird 
lovers were hard pressed to 
find bald eagles in the Chesa- 
peake Bay area in 1977, but 
since then the national sym- 
bol has staged a startling 
comeback, even nesting be- 
side the Woodrow Wilson 
Memorial Bridge. 

An extraordinary seven- 
fold increase in eagles nation- 
wide has led the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service to con- 
sider removing the bird from 
the list of “threatened” spe 
cies protected by the Endan- 
gered Species Act. 

While local environmen- 
talists are enthusiastic about 
the nine fold increase in eagles 
in the bay area, they worry 
that delisting could end the 
recovery.

Vitamin With Several 
Important Health Uses 


Folic acid is an important member of the B family 
of vitamins. Over 10 years ago researchers indicated 
that the lack of folic acid (a member of the B vitamin 
family) during pregnancy could lead to a group of 
birth defects we refer to as neural tube defects 
(NTDs). The National Academy of Sciences recom- 
mends that folic acid deficiency during pregnancy 
be prevented by eating foods rich in the vitamin. 
Pregnant women who smoke, abuse alcohol, or 
have poor diets should get supplements. Women of 
childbearing age should take about 400 micrograms 


High levels of folic acid block homocysteine, an 
amino acid that plays a key role in the development 
of stroke and other cardiovascular problems. Supple- 
mentation with folic acid has been shown to be 
effective in preventing cancer of the breast, pan- 
creas, and colon. A deficiency of folic acid also has 
been linked to age-related hearing loss, Crohn's 


Parkinson's disease, and chronic fatigue syndrome.

Background Scripture: 
Luke 1:26-56. 
Devotional Reading: 
Psalm 146. 


Stories about babies usually 
evoke a sense of tender miracles. 
It is difficult to be hard-nosed and 
cynical in their presence. We 
clothe them in pastel blues and 
pinks and their nurseries are usu- 
ally the happiest, brightest rooms 
in the house. Nothing un-hardens 
a hard heart more than a baby. 

So, much of the story of the 
coming of Jesus and John in Luke 
1 basks in joyous expectation. 
Mary’s holy fear is overcome by 
Gabriel's assurance that her son, 
Jesus, “will be great, and will be 
called the Son of the Most High; 
and the Lord will give to him the 
throne of his father David...” 
(1:32). 

This same mood prevails 
when she goes to visit kins- 
woman, Elizabeth, who also is 
expecting a divinely conceived 
child. As Mary enters Elizabeth's 
house, she calls her ing and 
at this, her unborn son, John, 
leaped in her womb, inspiring 
Elizabeth to proclaim: “Blessed 
are you among women, and 
blessed is the fruit of your womb! 
And why this granted me, that the 
mother of my Lord should come 
to me?...And blessed is she who 
believed that there would be a ful- 
fillment of what was spoken to her 
from the Lord” (1:42-45). 

Call Her Blessed 

Mary is also inspired and in 
a moment of ecstasy, she pro- 
claims, “My soul magnifies the 
Lord, and my.spirit rejoices in 
God my Savior, for he has 
regarded the low estate of his 
handmaiden. For behold, hence- 
forth all generations shall call me 
blessed...” (1:46-498). Mary was

In this 
baby God will have “scattered 
the proud in the imagination of 
their hearts,” he will have “put 
down the mighty from their 
thrones and exalted those of low 
degree,” he will have “filled the 
hungry with good things,” and 
“the rich...sent away empty” 
(1:51-53). 

This does not sound like an 
invitation to a baby shower, but a 
manifesto to revolutionize the 
world. It calls for the powerful to 
be put down, the rich impover- 
ished and the poor in possession 
of God's great bounty. God is 
calling for a world that was quite 
opposite that of the one into 
which Jesus was born, a world 
almost totally different from the 
one which we inhabit today. 
William Barclay says that the 
‘Magnificat’ of Mary is a call to 
moral, social and economic 
revolution. And if we do not hear 
that in Mary’s song, we do not 
hear it at all. 

A Marching Song 

These revolutionary 
pronouncements in Mary’s 
‘Magnificat,’ will not permit this 
story to be merely ‘cute’. The 
‘Magnificat’ of Mary (1:46-55) is 
not so much a lullaby as it is a 
militant marching song, except 
that we are called to take up alms 
instead of arms. The advent of 
Jesus Christ is a time for aware- 
ness of the injustice and 
tion that infects the world that 
hides behind lavender paraments 
and Christmas decorations. It is 
a time to be aware of the appall- 
ing human need that exists wher- 
ever we turn. Jesus comes to bless 
us and make us to be blessings 
for others. 

Christmas is a family event, 
so long as your family is big 
enough to include the man who 
falls victim to robbers on the road 
to Jericho. No road to Jericho in 
your neighborhood? It’s there, 
but under a different name. Look 
for that road and that person and 
you will find it and him. There 
are se ea on every road you 
travel need you to stop and 
bind up their wounds.

for us a blessing only if we also 
will be a blessing to others.

If so, what can I give our 
neighbor’s dog as a safe present? —

«Concerns have been raised 

eabout the safety of rawhide 
chew toys because of the possibility 
that some rawhide pieces may contain 
salmonella or E. coli bacteria. The 
chance of these toys splintering and 
causing choking or intestinal tract 
damage is also an issue. 

Some manufacturers have addressed 
these issues by fully cooking, drying 
and sterilizing rawhide pieces before 
packaging them. Splintering has been 
minimized, although large dogs 
should be kept away from most 
rawhide chew toys, just in case. (My 
mom's German shepherd has the abil- 
ity to destroy any piece of rawhide, 
any size, in just under 20 minutes.) 

Ask your neighbor what sort of toys 
they allow their dog to have — after 
all, whatever you give him will still be 
a surprise to him, if not to his owners 
And they’ Il appreciate the heads-up. 

For large dogs, hard rubber chew 
toys (like bones or rings) are a good 
option, because they're designed to 
withstand the pressure of powerful 
jaws and sharp teeth. Rope toys are 
fun for dogs of all sizes. Whatever you 
decide upon, make sure the toy is 
appropriate for the age and size of the 
dog. If you're not sure, go to a pet 
store (rather than the supermarket) 
and ask for help in choosing a safe, 


enjoyable present.

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Libraries Balance Internet Access Internet Filtering Varies By County 


Against Porn Protection For Kids

WASHINGTON -— 

John Taube believes educa- 
tion and parental involve- 
ment are the best ways to 
prevent children from see- 
ing obscene material on the 
Internet. But Taube, the 
director of Allegany 
County's public libraries, is 
not taking any chances: His 
county has installed filters 
on all 45 of its public com- 
puters 

"We are merely filtering 
for pornography," Taube 
said. “With the library as a 
public space, people don't 
have a right to view that." 

Across Maryland, coun- 
ties differ greatly in their 
Internet filtering practices. 
Some, like Allegany, choose 
to filter all of their com- 
puters, while others selec- 
tively filter or do not filter at 
all 

State law only requires 
that libraries have some 
plan to prevent minors from 
viewing obscene materials 
on the Internet, but filtering 
is not the only way to meet 
the law. A separate federal 
law being reviewed by the 
courts, the Children's Inter- 
net Protection Act, would 
apply only to counties that 
receive federal technology 
money 

Montgomery County has 
filters on its machines for 
children, but kids are not 
required to use them, and 
are welcome to use the un- 
filtered computers in the 
adult sections of the librar- 
ies. County library director 
Harriet Henderson said the 
county has 350 public com- 
puters, 45 of which are 
deemed for children's use 
and have filters on them. 

One of the reasons Mont- 
gomery County decided to 
have optional filtering is 

because library officials do 
not think current filtering 
technology is reliable. 

Henderson said she re- 
members testing one early 
filter that blocked access to 
a site about NASA's Mars 
Explorer because the 
combination of the twe 
words produced the word 
"CE." 

In Carroll County, filters 
are installed on all of the 
county's 80 public com- 
puters, said library spokes- 
woman Ann Wisner, but 
each library has the ability 
to turn the filters off. Wis- 
ner said the decision to filter 
was made by the library's 
board of directors. 

"There are many differ- 
ent levels of filtering and we 
filter for pornography," 
Wisner said. "I have not 
heard of problems either in 
terms of underblocking or 
overblocking." 

Anne Arundel County 
does not filter its computers, 
but keeps them in open ar- 
eas where staff “actively 
monitor" use by children. 
For adults who want to 
view "adult-oriented" mate- 
rial, the county provides 
privacy screens 

"With the children, we 
are on the lookout," said 
Andrea Lewis, an Anne 
Arundel library spokes- 
woman 

Avis Matthews, a spokes- 
woman for the Prince 
George's County library 
system, said patrons at the 
county's 18 branches moni- 
tor each other's Internet 
usage and alert a librarian 
-when someone objects to 
material being viewed on 
the Internet. She said the 
system works very well, and 
most people are cooperative 
when they are asked not to

“Our staff don't go 
around policing screens, but 
we are responsive to other 
customers who are of- 
fended," Matthews said 


"As a public library we 
believe it's our responsibility 
to have access to constitu- 
tionally protected materials 
We don't feel that would be 
possible if we were to filter,” 
she said.

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Group Urges Reform in Business 
Tax Breaks To Help Balance Budget

ANNAPOLIS — Big 
companies and wealthy in- 
dividuals benefit from at 
least $421 million a year 
through state tax breaks, ac- 
cording to a_ report re- 
leased Tuesday by Progres- 
sive Maryland 

It found 52 “loopholes” 
that included exemptions 
for ski resorts to make arti- 
ficial snow, property tax 
breaks for country club golf 
courses, and sales tax cred- 
its for large purchases of 
gold and silver 

The group is urging law 
makers and Gov.-elect Rob- 
ert Ehrlich to consider re 
forming the tax code to 
help balance the state's pro 
jected $1.2 billion shortfall 
next year, instead of slash 
ing funds in education, rais 
ing new taxes, or laying off 
State employees 

"Closing these loopholes 
all by itself could very well 
account for half the budget 
deficit,” said Sean Dobson, 
the co-author of the report 
and director of Progressive 
Maryland, a coalition of 
10,000 Marylanders, faith 
congregations, community 
groups, and labor unions 

Dobson said their sec- 
tion-by-section analysis of 
the state tax code, as well 
as other state government 
publications, also found 18 
reported loopholes did not 
have a specific cost attached 
to them, potentially enlarg- 
ing the state’s revenue loss 
each year 

Some of the loopholes 
cited in the report include: 

@A $2.7 million credit 
for salaries paid to Mary- 


land-based administrative 
employees of a Delmarva 
utility company. 

@About $650,000 in tax 
breaks for country clubs, 
whose fairways have been 
declared environmentally 
sensitive “open space.” 

@An exemption on ener- 
gy taxes for ski resorts when 
they make artificial snow, a 
tax savings of about $8,000. 

©@A $700,000 sales tax ex 
emption each year for peo- 
ple wuying large quantities 
of precious metals. 

Ihe report said the 
breaks are seen by political 
donors as a return on their 
investment in a campaign, 
and it suggested public fi- 
nancing of campaigns as a 
long-term solution. 

"We need to make sure 
that millionaires are paying 
their fair share of taxes,” 
Dobson said. "And we hope 
that lawmakers can try to 
pull some courage and 
stand up to their deep 
pocket campaign contribu 
tors 

Delegate Elizabeth Bobo, 
D-Howard, commended the 
group for bringing the issue 
to the forefront, especially 
when the state is trying to 
find solutions to its fiscal 
problem. 

"(The report is) a very 
good tool that legislators 
can work with if we want to 
reverse the trend that has 
become established,” of ad 
ditions to the state tax 
code, Bobo said 

But others said the ex 
emptions promote growth 
and business in the state 

"Under examination, | 
believe it will be found that 
many of these exemptions 
can be directly related to 
the creation of jobs,” said 
O.C. Worcester, 
president of Maryland Busi 
ness for Responsive Gov- 
ernment. He said the report 
is just trying to find a way 
to blame the budget deficit 
on businesses. 

"In anticipation of the in 
tense politics that are sure 
to surround the budget defi- 
cit, so-called Progressive 
Maryland is staking out a 
position based on the asser 
tion that they have found 
corporate welfare,” Worces- 
ter said. 

Sen. Barbara A. Hoff 
man, D-Baltimore, the out- 
going chairwoman of the 
state Senate Budget and 
Taxation Committee, called 
the Progressive Maryland 
effort well-meaning, but she 
wondered how many of 
their suggestions would be

Restoring the Courthouse... 
Twenty-five years ago Garrett County desperately 
needed a new jail. While the stone structure along 
Fourth Street was an interesting building, the accom- 
modations provided there were not much better than 
medieval dungeon standards. Size also became inade- 
quate, as prisoner numbers were on the increase. 

It was also a time when county agency offices were 
strewn about in rental properties. It made a lot of 
sense to do some consolidation of those offices, not 
only to save that rent money, but also to make things 
more convenient for persons requiring the services of 
those various agencies — the one-stop shopping con- 
cept 

Since the county courthouse already housed the 
majority of agency offices, and since the present jail- 
house was on the same block, it seemed logical, at 
least from a monetary and convenience standpoint, 
to build the new jail and consolidate county offices 
by adding on to the courthouse. Lost in the process, 
however, was the truly aesthetic view of a handsome 

now historic — original courthouse, with its mag 
nificent dome and fine architectural features 

Once again, the county needs a new jail, and how 
ironic it will be that the fulfillment of the need this 
time might include the restoration of the front prop 
erty, and front view, of the courthouse. We are 
pleased that the Garrett County commissioners are 
now seriously considering this possibility, and if they 
can pull it off we predict it will be long remembered 
as one of their most significant and popular achieve 
ments 

The mayor and town council of Oakland have 
done such a remarkable job over the past decade in 
the area of historic restoration and beautification, 
which is creating a special uniqueness to the town, 
besides making it an attractive place for residents, 
business owners, and visitors. Restoration of the 
courthouse property would be another huge step for- 
ward in that restoration/beautification effort 

We are also confident that the Garrett County 
Historical Society will do all it can to assist with this 
project, as society president Bob Boal pledged to the 
commissioners this week. The fruits of the society’s 
commitment and labors, and the vision of the organi- 
zation’s leadership, are evident in the many projects 
they have already completed and in others they have 
on the drawing board 

The 100th "birthday" of the courthouse is just a 
few years away. Restoration of that property would 
be a fantastic way to celebrate that milestone 

The value of beautification and historical restora

"It’s the same problem 
they've had forever in most 
urban areas,” he said, "any 
place that it would be really 
hard to do a door-to-door 
{enumeration].” 

Some demographers have 
called on the Census Bu- 
reau to use statistical sam- 
pling to get a more accurate 
count of the nation than a 
simple door-to-door count 
can provide. But Commerce 
Secretary Don Evans last 
year ordered that only of- 
ficial Census 2000 data 
and not the statistically ad- 
justed numbers — could be 
used for redistricting and 
other government purposes. 

The Supreme Court has 
agreed that adjusted num- 
bers cannot be used to re- 
draw voting districts or dis- 
tribute federal dollars. But 
a federal appeals court re- 
cently ruled that the adjust- 
ed numbers had to be made 
public. 

The adjusted figures put 
Maryland’s estimated popu- 
lation in 2000 at 5,369,862, 
about 1.4 percent more 
than the official enumera- 
tion of 5,296,486, according 
to analyses by the Associat 
ed Press and USA Today 

Census..Bureau_officials 
released the adjusted num- 
bers with a warning that 
they “were determined to be 
so severely flawed that all 
potential uses of these data 
would be inappropriate.” 

Jane Traynham, data 
center manager for the 
Maryland Department of 
Planning, said that while 
she expects to have the data 
analyzed within the next 
few days, she does not an- 
ticipate any of the new fig- 
ures will be used for state

But 65 percent of Ameri 
cans are willing to be vacci 
nated, according to 
a poll released Wednesday 
by the Robert Wood John 
son Foundation. It said 
the poll reflects a growing 
concern about the potental 
use of smallpox in a terrorist 
attack 

Even with the potential 
risks, Maryland officials are 
preparing for vaccinations

In other words, the same kind of 
things that are dealt with in 200/tKt’'s interesting to note 
that although Kubrick's film was produced first, the novel

that he wrote “The Sentinel,” the short story upon which 
2001 was based, in 1948, but I daresay the philosophical 
issues were not addressed to the extent that they were in 
the novel and the film.) Whether Clarke was influenced 
by Lem, or Lem by Clarke, or Soderberg by Kubrick, this 
film is a thoughtful and troubling excavation into the 
depths of human nature. Clooney, who while filming this 
movie was reportedly also working overtime on his direc- 
torial debut film Confessions Of A Dangerous Mind, looks 
hollow-eyed and exhausted, but is certainly able to reach 
the emotional extremes necessary for the part, something 
he has not had the opportunity to do in most of his other 
film roles. McElhone is elegant both as her human self (in 
flashback scenes) and the slightly different character of her 
Solaris-inspired replication 
Any fan of 2001: A Space Odyssey will want to give So- 
derbergh’s a look. It offers the same ponderous 
philosophy as that film, as well as the same brilliant visual 
effects, the same sterile atmosphere, and the same unan- 
swered and unanswerable questions. But it may not be for 
sci-fi fans who crave Star Wars-like adventures or Alien- 
esque thrills.

Fibromyalgia, a condition of tenderness, stiffness, and 
sometimes unbearable pain, occurs mostly in women of 
childbearing age. The severity of pain may be minimized 
with a well-balanced diet and avoiding caffeine. Prescrip- 
tion and over-the-counter pain relievers may be of some 
help. Alternative herbal therapies may provide relief from 
this difficult-to-treat disease. 

Two Clinical trials have shown SAM-e (s-adenosyi me- 
thionine) may benefit fibromyalgia patients when it is 
given at an oral dose of 800 mg per day. SAM-e occurs 
naturally in the body and seems to have painrelieving 
and anti-inflamrnatory properties. Coenzyme Q-10, a vi- 
tamin like supplement, has also been studied in 
fibromyalgia. The most common dose is 100 mg daily, 
sometimes divided into 2 or 3 doses. There have been 
no reports of significant toxicity or side effects reported 
ftom Coenzyme Q-10 use. However, this supplement has 
been shown to interact with several blood pressure medi- 
cines, insulin and other diabetes medicines, blood 
thinners, and cholesterol-lowering drugs

me this message: “FEAR NOT.” 
There was no reason given as to 
why I should not fear. The pres- 
ence of Christ alone was suffi- 
cient reason to “Fear Not.” 

We often overlook the fact 
that, in the Nativity story, Joseph, 
Mary's betrothed, on four di 
ent occasions was given 
from God during dreams. The 
first of these came as Joseph was 
contemplating divorcing Mary 
because he has learned that she 
was with child and he knew he 
was not the father. But, in a 
dream, an angel informs Joseph 
that Mary has conceived this 
child by the power of the Holy 
Spirit and the son to be named 
Jesus (“God saves”) will indeed 
“save his people from their sins” 
(1:28). This message from God 
changed Joseph's heart and, when 
he awoke, “he did as the angel of 
the Lord commanded him...” 
(1:24). His upbringing, culture, 
and personal emotions would 
have led to divorce, but he obeyed 
God's angel 

Another dream came some- 
time after the departure of the 
Wise Men: an angel came to warn 
him to flee with his family to 
Egypt. Now the trip the angel was 
proposing was dangerous and 
daunting, but once again Joseph 
obeyed his angelic messenger 
Later, at the death of Herod, an 
angel appeared to him in a dream 
and told him to return with his 
family to Israel. And, arriving 
there, a dream warned him to take 
his family to Galilee 

Different Folks & Strokes 

Why did Joseph receive these 
messages only in dreams? Why 
did he not have visions or even 
hear the “still, small voice” of 
God? The answer is that God 
speaks to us in many different 
ways. Some of us are open to “the 
still, small voice” within, others 
dazzling visions. Some of us nei- 
ther hear nor see the message, but 
it can bubble up into our con- 
sciousness" whenever we give 
God the opportunity. There have 
been times in my life when | 
would have jumped at the chance 
to hear a voice or see a vision, 
but it has happened only a few 
tumes to me in dreams. Otherwise, 
I get God's message through 
scriptures, the deeds and words 
of others, in the events of the 
world around me—and often as 
a slowly growing Certainty 

The trick is not in hearing, 
secing or sensing our angels, but, 
like Joseph, in acting on the mes- 
sages they bring

Curran Offers 
Tips For On-Line 
Holiday Shopping 


With more people than 
ever expected to purchase 
holiday gifts on-line this 
year, Attorney General. I. 
Joseph Curran Jr. offers ad- 
vice for Maryland consum- 
ers shopping for gifts on the 
Internet. 

"Shopping on-line can be 
very convenient — just use 
a little caution,” said Cur- 
ran. “Know who you're 
dealing with. Check the to- 
tal price before paying, find 
out what the return policy 
is, and pay by credit card." 

Complaints from con- 
sumers about Internet 
transactions include difficul- 
ties getting in touch with 
the company when mer- 
chandise doesn’t arrive or is 
defective, unexpected high 
shipping charges, and find- 
ing out too late that no re 
funds are given 

Curran offers these tips 
to consumers: 

@Order from companies 
you know to be legitimate. 
Be wary of unfamiliar web 
sites that appear in unsolic- 
ited e-mails sent to you 

@Don’t buy from on-line 
businesses that don’t pro 
vide an address or tele- 
phone number you can use 
if you have a problem. 

@Check how much the 
shipping charge will add to 
the advertised price of an 
item. Don’t assume the sell- 
er will choose the least ex 
pensive option. 

@Check the promised de- 
livery date. Order as early 
as you can to ensure deliv- 
ery in time. By federal law, 
companies must ship items 
by the date they promise, or 
if no delivery time is stated, 
within 30 days after the or 
der date. If the seller can’t 
ship the item within that 
time, the seller must notify 
the buyer, give the buyer a 
chance to cancel the order, 
and send a full refund if the 
buyer chooses to cancel. 

@Find out what the re- 
turn policy is. Some on-line 
businesses charge high ship- 
ping and handling fees or 
impose restocking fees on 
returns. 

®@Look for information 
about warranties on elec- 
tronics or appliances. Read 
the warranty before you buy 
to help you understand 
whal protection ou'll get 
should something go wrong. 
If a copy of the warranty is 
available on-line, print it 
out when you make your 


purchase and keep it with 
your records. 

@Pay with a credit card. 
If a product doesn’t arrive 
or you believe it was mis- 
represented, you can dis- 
pute the charge through 
your credit card company. 

@Keep a record of your 
purchase by printing a copy 
of the Web page advertising 
the item, the completed or- 


der form, and any confir- 
mation you receive by 
e-mail. 
@Protect your privacy. 
Read the Web site’s privacy 
policy to see if the business 
will sell or share your per- 
sonal information with oth- 
er businesses, and whether 
you ‘can “opt-out” of such 
sharing. Don’t give-any 
more information about

Books for Pet Lovers

holiday? I love his picks! — 
rudy L., Minneapolis 


A. Of course! He was just waiting to 
be asked! And here he is: 

Dédge: Hi, folks! Dodge the Won- 
der Cat here with a collection of very 
nice books on pets. These little gems 
are perfect as stocking-stuffers or as 
personal gifts to friends. (I'm making 
sure my owner gets one of each, of 
course!) All of these books, except 
where noted, are published by 
Andrews McNeel Publishing and 
retail for $9.95. 

I'll start with dog books first, just to 
get them out of the way and get to the 
good stuff. My first pick is “Medita- 
tions for Dogs,” photographed by 
Anne Herman. Nice little quotes, nice 
photographs — a really nice little 
book. Three paws! 


“What Dogs Do Too” (Chronicle 
Books, $9.95) is the best of this lot, I 
think. Photographer Sharon Beals 
pairs great photographs with a single, 
simple word describing things dogs 
can do as well as humans. I think this 
little book will be a big confidence 
builder for dogs, and I give it four 
paws 

Now, two non-dog-related books. 
“Animal Antics” (photographed by 
John Lund) has an assortment of ani- 
mals doing cute things in slightly 
twisted ways (in the cover photo, a cat 
is sneaking beer out of the refrigera- 
tor). I think humarts will get a laugh 
out of this one. Three paws. 

But my personal favorite is “Cats 
Are Purr-fect” (by Bob Walker and 
Frances Mooney, $14.95). I don't 
know why it appeals to me so much.

Dandruff is caused by 
inflammation of the upper layers of skin around hair follicler, which 
can affect the scalp, eyebrows, eyelashes, ear canals, or chest. Dry 
Of greasy scaling of the scalp usually begins gradually followed by 
itching and hair loss. In severe cases, pimples or plaques may form 
In newborns the condition is called cradle cap and may be related 
to an enzyme deficiency 

Many of the over-the-counter (OTC) shampoos sold for dan 
druff contain selenium sulfide and chloroxine. Many are recom 
mended for every-other-day use until the dandruff responds, and 
then twice weekly to maintain control. If there are breaks or cuts in 
the scalp, do not use medicated OTC shampoos without your 
doctor's knowledge. Prescription lotions containing hydrocorti- 
sone or antifungal ingredients such as miconazole or ketoconazole 
are sometimes prescribed for adults. Salicylic acid in mineral oil 
may be prescribed for young children to control itching and 
irritation. In infants, a mild baby shampoo followed by a hydrocor 
tisone cream is sometimes recommended

Overdose Deaths Rise 16 Percent

ANNAPOLIS — Drug- 
andalcohol-overdose deaths 
have risen sharply in Mary- 
land since 1997, according 
to a study released last 
week. 

The study, conducted by 
the University of Mary- 
land’#Center for Substance 
Abuse Research, analyzed 
data from 1997 to 2001 and 
found the overall rate of al- 
cohol- and drug-related 
deaths in the state has in- 
creased by 16 percent, sur- 
passing the national aver- 
age. The most recent fig- 
ures available show Mary- 
land’s rate in 2000 at 17.5 
deaths per 100,000 resi- 
dents, while nationally there 
were 12.2 deaths per 
100,000. 

Heroin remains the most 
deadly drug in the state, 
with Baltimore and central 
Maryland experiencing

Alcohol and marijuana 
have always been the most 
abused drugs in Maryland, 
following a _ nationwide 
trends, However, in Balti- 
more, heroin is the #1 drug 
problem, according to Ray 
Miller~chief of treatment 
services at the Maryland A\I- 
cohol and Drug Abuse Ad- 
ministration. 

Overdose deaths in Balti- 
more and central Maryland, 
which includes Howard, 
Harford, Anne Arundel, 
and Baltimore counties, 
account for 80 percent of 
all such deaths in the state. 

"Maryland has, for the 
past 10 to 15 years, led met- 
ropolitan areas in terms of 
drug use. For the past 25 
years, heroin has been a big 
problem in Baltimore and 
it’s almost historic,” said Bill 
Rusinko, head of research 
for the ADAA. 

The study also found the 
face of heroin has changed, 
and a new generation of 
heroin users is contributing 
to the rising numbers. 

New heroin users are 
young, wealthy, and white 
Overdose deaths among 
whites in Maryland have ris 
en by 27 percent, while they 
have risen by less than 5 
percent among blacks. 

White overdose victims 
surpassed the number of 
black overdose victims for 
the first time in 2001, with 
whites representing 52 per- 
cent of all state overdose 
deaths. 

That data corresponds to 
the increase of whites enter- 
ing Maryland drug treat- 
ment centers with heroin 
problems, said Rusinko 

Although men are the 
primary victims in Mary- 
land, the research center’s 
study found a dramatic in- 
crease, 76 percent, in the 
number of women dying by 
drug overdose. 

However, the increase of 
drug overdoses in the state 
doesn’t necessarily reflect 
an increase in the number 
of drug users, warns Erin 
Artigiani, the center’s policy 
director. 

Improved purity levels 
make it easier to overdose 
on heroin, said Detective 
Philip Tou, an investigator 
with the Washington/Balti- 
more High Intensity Drug 
Trafficking Area.

Vinegar Wipes Out Thistle Organically 

Agricultural Research Service scientists offer the first 
scientific evidence that vinegar may be a potent weed kil- 
ler that is inexpensive and environmentally safe — perfect 
for organic farmers. ARS researchers Jay Radhakrishnan, 
John Teasdale, and Ben Coffman in Beltsville, MD, tested 
vinegar On major weeds such as lambsquarter, giant fox- 
tail, velvetleaf, pigweed and Canada thistle. They hand 
sprayed the weeds with various solutions of vinegar, uni- 
formly coating the leaves. The researchers found that 5% 
and\J0% concentrations killed the weeds during their first 
two weeks of life. Older plants required higher concentra 
tions of vinegar to kill them. At higher concentrations 
vinegar had an 85% to 100% kill rate at all stages of 
growth. A bottle of household vinegar is about a 5% con 
centration. Canada thistle, one of the most tenacious 
weeds in the world, proved the most susceptible. The 5% 
concentration had a 100% kill rate of the perennial's top 
growth. The 20% concentration can do this in about two 
hours. Spot spraying of cornfields with 20% vinegar killed 
80 to 100% of weeds without harming the corn, but the 
researchers stress the need for more research. If vinegar 
were sprayed over an entire field, it would cost about $65 
per acre. The researchers use only vinegar made from 
fruits or grain, to conform to organic farming standards

Farmers Harvest 
Soybeans Before 
Snow Halts Work 


Maryland farmers were 
able to continue their soy- 
bean harvest during the 
cold, dry weather Monday 
through Wednesday, but ac- 
tivity came to a standstill 
with the snow that hit 
Thursday. With the 3.3 days 
suitable for field work be- 
fore the snow, farmers were 
able to advance soybean 
harvest 9 percent from the 
previous week Soybeans 
are 87 percent harvested, 13 
percent behind both last 
year and the five-year aver- 
age. Some areas received as 
many as 10 inches of snow, 
making harvesting activities 
impossible. Many farmers 
may abandon attempts to 
harvest all but the best 
yielding fields when the 
snow cover melts 

The snowy weather in- 
creased topsoil moisture 
levels, which is mostly in 
surplus supply. Topsoil is 
rated 63 percent in surplus, 
35-percent adequate; and-2 
percent short. Subsoil mois- 
ture is rated 14 percent sur- 
plus, 67 percent adequate, 
17 percent short, and 2 per 
cent very short

ANNAPOLIS — Mem- 
bers of the commission 
studying Maryland's fiscal 
structure gave preliminary 
approval Tuesday to a re- 
port detailing options that 
the state could consider to 
fix Maryland’s estimated 
$1.8 billion shortfall in the 
next two years.

Suggestions included are 
an across-the-board cut of 1 
percent on state workers’ 
salaries worth $15 million, 
grant reductions, and a pre 
ferred Medicaid drug list 

A combination of slash 
ing spending, transferring 
funds, and raising new reve 
nue will have to be consid 
ered by the state, Puddester 


said. At the same time, the 
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commission wants the fed- 
eral government to increase 
funding for Maryland’s pub- 
lic education, Medicaid, and 
homeland security.

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County Approves 
New Amendment 
To DC Ordinance 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners recently ap- 
proved a text amendment to 
the Deep Creek Watershed 
Zoning Ordinance during a 
public hearing. 

Ken Wishnick, executive 
manager of Umbel Enter- 
prises, requested that the 
amendment be added to 


allow the establishment of 


propane’ storage tanks as a 
primary use in the town 
center zoning district 

Specifically, Wishnick 
asked that a new Section 
304F.4.c be 
Table of Use Regulations 
for "propane storage tanks." 
Under the amendment, pro 
pane storage would be per 
mitted by "specia’ excep- 
tion" in the town center 
district and would not be 
permitted in any other zon- 
ing district 

Wishnick also specified 
that certain standards for 
the new use should be im 
posed on each specific ap- 
plication 


Those standards are as 
follows 

1. A propane storage 
tank should not be visible 
from any roadway 

2. A _ six-foot high cy- 
clone fence shall be con- 


structed around the propane 
tank and shalt nor be visibte 
from any public roadway 

3. The commercial use of 
any propane tank shall be 
incidental to the tank's’ pri 
mary function as an acces 
sory use to the on-going 
business on the property 
(i.e. the tank supplies fuel 
for the primary’ energy 
needs for heating and cook 
ing on the premises) 


The Planning Commis- 
sion reviewed Wishnick's 
proposal during a regular 
meeting on Nov. 6. "The 
Planning Commission be 
lieves that it would be ap- 
propriate to add this new 
category to the ordinance 
because the size of a pro- 
pane tank is normally much 
smaller than the size for a 


typical petroleum storage

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Commissioners Approve Expansion 
Of Commercial Land At The Ridge 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners this week unani- 
mously approved an 
amendment to the county's 
subdivision ordinance, 
which will allow 11 parcels 
of land at Keyser's Ridge to 
be reclassified from rural to 
commercial. The officials 
will now proceed with their 
plans for a 400-acre indus- 
trial park there 

"We respect the rights of 
those who were opposed to 
this and defend their right to 
do so," said Commissioner 
Ernie Gregg. He added, 
however, that the commis- 
sioners approved the 
amendment in order to ful- 
fill their goal to "raise the 
standard of living and bring 
better jobs to the county." 

Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday said they took all let- 
ters and comments, both for 
and against the park, into 
consideration before mak- 
ing their decision. 

The Garrett County Of- 
fice of Planning and Zoning 
and the commissioners held 
three public meetings on the 
reclassification issue. At 
times, those meetings be- 
came heated debates be- 
tween those in favor of the 
park for its potential eco- 
nomic benefits and those 
who were concerned about 
its. potential environmental 
impact 

In particular, nearby 
Lake Louise property own- 
ers were concerned about 
runoff from the park pollut- 
ing their family-owned 50- 
acre water body. During 
construction of I-68 in the 
1970s, sediment and chemi- 
cal runoff "killed" the lake, 
according to owner Mary 
Yadeau 

After a 20-year struggle 
with the state to restore it, 
"The lake is better, but not 
the same," said Yadeau at 
the second public hearing 

Her family's corporation, 
East Huntingdon, has re- 
tained Oakland attorney 
Robert Watson 

“My clients would likely 
seek injunctive relief from 
the court to prevent the de- 
velopment of the park, even 
if the reclassification goes 
through," said Watson at 
that hearing. 

"We are very cognizant 
of the environmental _is- 
sues," said Gregg this week, 
“and will take extraordinary 
steps to make sure they are 
addressed." 

Holliday said a steep 
sloped area of the park 







where runoff could go into 
Puzzley Run or Lake Lou- 
ise may not be developed. 

An environmental study 
will be conducted after 
properties at the park site 
have been purchased. Bore 
hole tests will be completed 
to test the soil strata, and 
stormwater ponds will be 
installed as well, said 
Gregg 

He noted that an envi- 
ronmental study could not 
be completed at the site be- 
fore hand because the land 
had not been purchased yet 
and was still privately 
owned 


Holliday said the county 
looked at other possible 
sites for the park, including 
Friendsville, Finzel, and 
New Germany, but those 
areas were either in a flood 
plain, too expensive, or not 
available to purchase 

The county has never 
used eminent domain, said 
Gregg, noting that the prop- 
erty owners at the proposed 
Keyser's Ridge park have in- 
dicated their willingness to 
sell. 

The land reclassification 
amendment was one of 
three approved by the com- 
missioners for inclusion in 
the county's comprehensive

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GC JAIL RECEIVES COMPLIANCE AWARD — The Garrett County Jail re- 
cently received a 100 percent compliance rating from the Maryland Commission on 
Correctional Standards in Pikesville. Thomas Fitzgerald, assistant executive of the 
commission, traveled to the county on Tuesday and presented the Sheriff's Office 
with a commemorative plaque in recognition of the achievement. The commission 
was formed in 1980 to improve standards for correctional facilities and programs 
and to ensure compliance with standards for the public health, safety, and welfare 
It advises the secretary on standards for state and local correctional facilities; pro- 
vides technical assistance to jurisdictions; audits facilities to determine compli- 
ance with correctional standards; and determines schedules for remedial action of 
jurisdictions that do not comply. Prior to receiving the perfect rating, Fitzgerald 
said a team of five auditors “scoured” the Garrett County Jail for three days during 
August of this year. He noted that the rating indicates that the jail is a “sound, pro- 
fessionally managed" public institution. "Once a small isolated jail," said Fitzger- 
ald, “it is now well respected and known throughout the state."

In the winter we 
experience snowdrifts and 
patches of ice that suddenly 
appear around each tum 
Not._exactly the require. 
ments for a state highway! 
Yet our commissioners 
would prefer to disregard all 
safety issues and encourage 
truckers to use Sand Flat 
road as a by-pass to ease 
congestion in Oakland 

Residents of Sand Flat 
are well aware of the num 
ber of accidents that occur 
here. Our property alone 
has been the scene of three 
major accidents — accidents 
that resulted in the loss of a 
tree, a mailbox, and tele- 
phone service, not to men- 
tion serious injuries to the 
motorists. Many an auto 
mobile has had to be towed 
out of those unprotected 
ditches 

After several calls to lo 
cal officials, I was told that 
"the engineers" said county 
roads could support the ad- 
ditional weight. When |! 
expressed concern about 
additional trucks using Sand 
Flat as a by-pass, the only 
response was "they do it any 
way." Does that make it 
right? Who has addressed 
the safety issues? 

I am not familiar with 
the other county roads that 


may be affected by this 
change in ne agen but 
additional traffic, especially 


80,000-pound trucks, barrel 
ing down a rural road 
would certainly create an 
added risk for residents and 
drivers alike. At this point 
the only recourse we have is 
to call or write our county 
Officials 
The traffic conditions in 
Oakland are frustrating, but 
to condone the use of an 
already dangerous road as a 
state highway, a road that in 
no way meets the standards 
of a state highway, is irre 
sponsible

Season Opens 
This Saturday 


The two-week portion of 
Maryland's muzzleloader 
season opens across the 
state on Saturday, Dec. 21, 
and continues. through Sat- 
urday, Jan. 4 

The two-week muzzle- 
loader season has _ also 
grown in popularity, with 
approximately 38,000 hunt- 
ers spending an average of 
four days afield. Muzzlé 
loader hunters bagged 9,076 
during last season's 
hunt. Muzzleloader hunters 
must possess a muzzl¢ 
loader stamp (resident, $10; 
non-resident, $25) in addi 
tion to a regular hunting 
license 

All hunters in deer man- 
agement regions A, C, and 
D must purchase a bonus 
antlered stamp (res- 
ident, $10; non-resident, 
$25) before attempting to 
take a second antlered deer 
within the established bag 
limits for that season 

For additional informa- 
tion regarding Maryland's 
deer hunting regulations, 
persons may consult the 
DNR publication Hunting 
and Trapping Maryland 
2002-03.

The 
amendments, which were 
recommended by the Plan- 
ning Commission, refine the 
intended land use policies in 
the Keyser’s Ridge area 

Another amendment to 
the plan allows a change to 
specify that compatible in- 
dustrial development oppor 
tunities, such as restaurants, 
hotels, and truck terminals, 
be encouraged in the Keys 


er's Ridge commercial 
growth area. 
The third amendment 


allows the development of 
those compatible industries, 
as well as other highway- 
dependent and heavy com- 
mercial businesses, at the 
ridge. 

The Garrett County De- 
partment of Economic De- 
velopment had requested 
that the land at Keyser's 
Ridge be reclassified in or- 
der to construct, and receive 
state funding for, a new in- 
dustrial park. Because the 
county's other industrial 
parks are almost full, the de- 
partment began to look for 
another potential park site 

Keyser’s Ridge is consid- 
ered an ideal location be- 
cause of its accessibility to 
Routes 40 and 219 and In-

Only two residents at- 
tended the commissioners’ 
public announcement of 
their decision on the reclas- 
sification issue. 

"The highway system

The first thing I should say when reviewing Lord Of 
The Rings: The Two Towers, Peter Jackson's three-hour 
follow-up to his immensely powerful first installment of 
the Lord Of The Rings fantasy saga, last December's The 
Fellowship Of The Ring, is that in doing so I must reveal 
certain story aspects that could be considered spoilers 
The legions of die-hard fans of J.R.R. Tolkein’s books 
know what happens in the story, but those who haven't 
read the books may want to avoid reading this review 
until after they've seen the film, as there is at least one 
major surprise inherent in the plot. Having said that, the 
second point that pops to mind is that it would be an 
enormous task for Jackson to outdo last year’s phenome 
non, since it was one of the most amazing all-around cine 
matic experiences to come along in years, and this is 
merely the second of three installments. And yet he pretty 
much does just that. This second episode (filmed simulta 
neously with the first and third) lives up in every way to 
the epic grandeur of last year’s movie, layering Tolkein’s 
famous story, adapted by Fran Walsh, Philippa Boyens, 
Stephen Sinclair, and director Jackson, with the same 
sweeping cinematography, enchantingly realized effects, 
and flawless acting as Fellowship, while adding the many 
new characters, creatures, and locations included in the 
second book. There are a few choices that I was not par- 

ticularly thrilled with, kut I'll get to that in a minute 
In terms of story, Bi is obviously a continuation of 
the quest begun by hobbit Frodo Baggins (Elijah Wood) 
to destroy the immensely powerful One Ring created by 
the evil sorcerer. Sauron, by traveling back to Sauron’s 
domain of Mordor and casting it into the fires of Mt 
Doorn from whence-it came: But-it's-hard-to-do-that-when 
everybody you encounter, good and bad, wants it for their 
very own. While Frodo’s hobbit friend Sam Gamgee 
(Sean Astin) stuck with him at the end of the first movie, 
the remaining members of the fellowship were scattered 
Gandalf The Grey (Ian McKellen), the wise and friendly 
wizard, fell into the depths of Moria while battling the 
immense fire-beast Balrog, but as we learn in an amazing 
action sequence at the very beginning of Towers, he was 
not killed, but, having battled the monster to the death, 
was transformed into Gandalf The White, with much 
more power to do good. Meanwhile, the two other hob- 
bits, Merry (Dominic Monaghan) and Pippin (Billy 
Boyd), were captured by the army of orcs under the con 
trol of evil wizard Saruman (Christopher Lee), and the 
other 3 remaining members, Aragorn (Viggo Mortensen) 
and his friends Legolas the elf (Orlando Bloom) and 
Gimli the dwarf (John Rhys-Davies), began pursuing the 

orcs through the land of Rohan to save their friends 
This has got to be the first movie where one of the 
most remarkable performances was done by a computer- 
generated character. The strange and immensely creepy 
creature Gollum, a.k.a. Sméagol, who was hardly seen in 
Fellowship, becomes one of the main characters here, 
crawling along with Frodo and Sam, first attempting to 
kill them for the ring, but then becoming their guide 
through the treacherous land of Mordor. Don’t get me 
wrong—this is not a slam against the live actors, who all 
do exquisite work; it’s a compliment to the technical staff 
who can create a complex, conflicted character seemingly 
out of thin air, and of the powerful work by Andy Serkis, 
who not only voiced Sméagol but participated in his 
scenes wearing a motion-capture suit which allowed the 
computer technicians who created the creature to follow 
his every move. Gollum is so tortured, so conflicted; he’s 
capable of so many subtle facial and vocal expressions, 
that as he wrestles with his schizophrenic characterization 
we don’t know whether to revile or pity him. This is an 
immensely important point, since one of the major plot 

elements is Frodo’s struggle with the same decision 
New characters and new cinematic challenges are pre- 
sented in this story, all realized with the same creative 
genius Jackson showed us last year 
Helm’s Deep, only possible after Gandalf frees King 
Théoden of Rohan (Bernard Hill) from the evil influence 
of Saruman’s minion Wormtongue (Brad Dourif), is as

Dur, located in the center of Mordor, where Sauron’s 
huge, disembodied eye maintains a constant vigil for the 
Ring. Finally there are brief but important repeat perform- 
ances by Liv Tyler as Arwen, the elf-princess in love with 
Aragorn, Hugo Weaving as her father Elrond, and Cate 
Blanchett as Galadriel, the all-knowing elvish priestess 
The only things I can find wrong with this movie (and 
they are minor points) are some slight alterations of the 
plot, which will annoy the devoted Middle-Earth freaks 
more than they did me, like Aragorn’s brief disappearance 
in the middle of the film. That it never occurs in the origi 
nal text is less annoying than the fact that it feels like a 
cheap repetition of what happened to Gandalf in the first 
film. I also don’t like that Gimli becomes an almost comic 
character, constantly pratfalling and enduring Jackson’s 
cinematic short jokes, one of which is truly ridiculous. His

KEEPING JESUS 
IN THE MANGER 


December 22, 2002 


Background Scripture: 
Luke 2:1-20 

Devotional Reading: 
Isaiah 9:1-7 


If God was ready to reveal 
himself in the Christ child born 
in Bethlehem, it would appear 
that the world was not. In three 
decades this infant would grow 
into the man that we worship as 
Lord and Savior of the whole 
world. But baby Jesus was not 
given the red carpet treatment. In 
Bethlehem, Mary and Joseph 
found that 
for them in the inn 

So, instead of a place of honor, 
Jesus was born in a stable and laid 
in a feed trough for animals. We 
have so prettified the stable and 
the manger that we fail to realize 
what a lowly, unsuitable place it 
was for the birth of a baby in gen- 
eral and for God’s Son in particu- 
lar. Today, we'd invite a host of 
the most notable citizens. But 
there were no VIP's at the 
Bethichem stable, no press, no 
keys to the city 

Instead of city officials or 
religious leaders, Jesus was vis- 
ited by the most common of 
workers, shepherds from the 
fields outside Bethlehem. Only 
these rough men heard the an 
gelic chorus that sang, “Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth 
peace among men with whom he 
is pleased” (2:14): Of course, 
when the shepherds left the 
stable, “they made known the 
saying which had been told them 
concerning this child (2:18) 
But who was likely to believe 
such simple men? 

‘Jesus Christ!’ 

Today, his name is well known 
far and wide. Churches, hospitals 
and places of higher learning bear 
his name. It is so commonly 
known today that among non- 
Christians as well as Christians

President's Smallpox Vaccination Call

WASHINGTON -— 
Maryland officials said they 
should have no problem 
meeting President Bush's 
mid-February deadline for 
vaccinating up to 6,000 
medical personnel who 
would be the first to re- 
spond to any outbreak of 
smallpox in the state. 

On Friday Bush set the 
deadline for vaccinations of 
first-response medical teams 
around the nation, as well 
as military forces that might 


and Infectious Disease. 
Fauci said about 1,000

The president did not call 

for the vaccination of all 
Americans at this time, but 
added that he _ himself 
planned to get the shot — 
which carries a minor risk 
of adverse reaction — since 
he was asking the civilian 
first responders to volun- 
teer 

Maryland should be able 

to vaccinate the first re- 
sponders within two to 
three days of receiving the 
smallpox vaccine, said Ar- 
lene H. Stephenson, acting 
secretary of the Department 
of Health and Mental Hy- 
giene 

"Doing 6,000 people will 
be relatively easy for us be- 
cause we have been work- 
ing on this pre-event plan 
for-—months;"-—Stephenson 
said. "We have been prepar- 
ing, thinking that phase one 
would take place in mid- 
December, so we are about 
five weeks ahead of where 
we need to be." 

After months of discus- 
sion, the Bush administra- 
tion settled on a three-step 
plan for smallpox vaccina- 
tion that begins with first 
response teams, for which 
the Department of Health 
and Human Services has 
already recruited 439,000 
volunteers. Phase two will 
make the vaccine available 
to all health care and public 
safety workers. Phase three 
would be vaccination of the 
general public, although 
that is being not recom- 
mended at this time, said 
Tom Ridge, the president's 
homeland security adviser. 

Stephenson said the gov- 
ernment is expected to re- 
lease the smallpox vaccine 
Jan. 24. Once Maryland 
gets its supply, nine clinics 
around the state will begin 
vaccinating the first- 
response teams. She said 
training for those clinic 
workers began Dec. 3. 

State officials said more 
planning is needed for the 
next phases of the plan, but 
they do not expect prob- 
lems 

Phase two in Maryland 
could involve about 180,000 
health and emergency work- 
ers. But Stephenson expects 
about half of that number 
would defer or would be 
screened out because of 
other health conditions 

Every vaccine volunteer 
will be asked detailed ques- 
tions about his/her medical 
histories and will be edu- 
cated about the potential 






































































risks of the vaccine, she 
said 
The Department of 


Health and Human Services 
said normal reactions to the 
vaccine include a sore arm, 
swollen glands, or low fe- 
ver. In recent studies, one 
out of three people felt bad

"Al- 
though action is not immi- 
nent, it is prudent to pre- 
pare.” 

The country has enough 
vaccine to inoculate the 
entire population and health 
workers have the capacity 
to do it, but experts do not 
believe mass vaccinations 
are necessary. 

"It is important to have 
response teams ready,” Ste- 
phenson said. "It is impor- 
tant as a next step to have 
workers ready. But, I don't 
think it is necessary for the 
general public to be vacci- 
nated until there is an initial 
case.”

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Each leaflet of Christmas fern (Polystichum 
acrostichoides) resembles a tiny Christmas stocking.

Snow covers the landscape for now, but under this 
white blanket you can still find the rich greens of summer, 
if you know where to look. On shaded, rocky hillsides 
and along forested streams throughout Garrett County 
grows a medium-sized fern with a scaly stalk. Its scientific 
name is Polystichum acrostichoides. Its claim to fame is the 
shape of its leaflets called pinnae. Each leathery, green 
leaflet is sharply toothed and has an "ear" near its base. As 
such, they resemble tiny Christmas stockings; hence the 
common name Christmas fern 

Christmas fern is the largest of several evergreen ferns 
found in the northeast. Each fern leaf (called a frond) 
ranges in height from one to three feet. They grow in clus- 
ters from.a_single rootstock, unrolling from fiddleheads in

The upper leaflets of the fertile frond (left) con- 
tain the fern's reproductive spores and are slightly 
modified compared with those of the sterile frond

the early spring. When conditions are good enough, 
thanks to wet weather in the summer, additional fiddle- 
heads may form in August. The fertile fronds that contain 
the reproductive spores are slightly longer and more erect 
than the sterile fronds; they wither in winter. Both sterile 
and fertile fronds become prostrate following a heavy 
frost, but the sterile fronds retain their rich, green hue. 
Over the years Christmas fern has acquired many ad- 
mirers. Fledgling botanists have always liked it because 


it's so easy to identify. Native Americans appreciated _ 


Christmas fern for its medicinal value, making a tea from 
its rootstock to treat chills, fevers, and pneumonia. People 
have gathered the fronds to make everything from Christ-

Federal Spending Lives Maryland 
Net Lain On Federal Tax Payments 


said Anirban Basu, a Tow- 
son University economist. 
"It just cements our notion 
that the federal government 
would play an enormous 
role in Maryland's econ- 
omy.” 

The study, which only 
measured federal taxes and 
spending through Sept. 30, 
2001, showed that Mary- 
land was among the top five 
states in terms of federal 
spending per capita. The 
study, released in Novem- 
ber, also showed Maryland 
had one of the highest rates 
of return on its federal tax 
dollars in the Northeast in 
fiscal 2001 

Overall, states in the 
South and West got back 
more of their federal tax 
dollars in government 
spending than those in the 
Northeast and Midwest, the 
study showed 

"Maryland, because of its 
proximity to the capital, 
comes out smelling like a 
rose," said Matt Kane, a 
policy analyst for the insti- 
tute, a non-profit research 
group funded by Northeast 
and Midwest states 

That proximity has 
helped both Maryland and 
Virginia bring in federal 
jobs and contracts, allowing 
them to buck the regional 
trend toward lower returns 
on federal tax dollars. Vir- 
ginia got $1.54 back on 
every tax dollar, the report 
said, and nearby West Vir- 
ginia got $1.83. 

Other Northeast states 
did not fare as well: Penn- 
sylvania got $1.09 for every 
dollar it paid in federal 
taxes, Ohio got back $1.02, 
while Delaware and New 
York each recouped only 84 
cents 


"While many of the 
states in the Southern 
United States and in the 


Plains states generate ex- 
traordinarily high returns 
the fact of the matter is the 
most distinguishing charac- 
teristic of both Maryland 
and Virginia economies is 
the presence of the federal 
government,” Basu said. 


Pradeep Ganguly, chief 


economist for Maryland's 
Department of Business and 
Economic Development, 
agreed that the presence of 
agencies like the National 
Institutes of Health, NASA, 
stration, “and others “has a 
major effect in Maryland."

Since ad- 
justments in county loan 
rates to reflect changing 
market conditions had not 
been made for grains for 
several years, numerous 
disparities between loan 
rates and market prices had 
emerged over time, affecting 


producer benefits. Almost 
immediately upon passage 
of the new act, the depart 


ment announced the most 
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comprehensive adjustments 
in more than 15 years to the 
county loan rate structure 
for 2002 crops. The restruc- 
tured rates were intended to 
reflect the market factors af- 
fecting each crop to the full- 
est extent possible and thus 
avoid distortions that work 
to the detriment of produc 
ers and industry 

The 2003 county loan 
rates announced are in 
keeping with this market 
oriented approach. The rela 
tive levels of the 2003 coun 
ty loan rates for each com- 
modity reflect the most re 
cent information available 
about price relationships 
around the country. The 
2003 rates will enhance the 
market orientation of the 
wheat loan and loan defi- 
ciency payment (LDP) pro- 
gram, with special reference 
to durum wheat. Further- 
more, extra efforts were 
made to end potential mar- 
ket distortions detected 
along some state borders 
after the 2002 county loan 
rates were announced

Loan Rates 

The 2003 county loan 
rates for wheat have been 
updated and remain differ- 
entiated by each of the five 
major classes of wheat (du- 
rum, hard red spring, hard 
red winter, soft red winter, 
and soft white) continu 
ing the precedent estab 
lished with the 2002 rates 
The varying supplies and 
changing demand patterns 
of these different wheat 
classes produce widely vari 
able market prices. By mov- 
ing last year to this class 
based system for wheat, the 
Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration (CCC) now provides 
marketing assistance loans 
and LDPs that reflect actual 
market prices for each class, 
thus achieving a more equi- 
table distribution of com 
modity program benefits 
among producers 

For 2002, county loan 
and loan repayment rates 
for durum were established 
with no differentiation in 


value for the various sub 
classes of durum recognized 
by the market. To further 


improve the market orienta- 
tion of the wheat loan pro 
gram, loan rate premiums 
will be available for durum 
wheat that grades as amber 
durum or hard amber du 
rum 

Beginning with the har 
vest of the 2003 crop, the 
base level of the alternative 
loan repayment rate (or 
"posted county price" (PCP) 
as it is typically known) will 
be announced daily for du- 
rum, with corresponding 
premiums for durum which 
grades as either amber du 
rum or hard amber durum 
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The 2003- “crop, premiums 
per bushel frorh the base 
level of the county loan rate 
for durum currently are: 
amber durum, $0.20; and 
hard amber durum, $0.30. 

This differentiation of the 
2003-crop of durum. into 
three subclasses for county 
loan and loan repayment 
rates reflects the depart- 
ment’s extensive discussions 
with numerous wheat pro- 
ducers and industry and 
grain trade representatives 

Barley And Oats Loan 

Rates Updated 

The department has up 
dated the county loan rates 
for barley and oats to reflect 
recent market price relation- 
ships among counties. This 
continues the policy initi- 
ated with the 2002 crop to 
increase the market orienta 
tion of the loan and LDP 
program by making county 
loan rates for these crops re 


flect recent county-to- 
county market price rela- 
tionships. In_ establishing 


this year's rates, the depart- 
ment also paid special atten 
tion to reducing notabl 
loan rate differences among 
neighboring counties that 
were not justified by current 
market forces 
County Loan Rate 
Differences Along State 
Borders Reduced 
Despite the reduction in 


significant market  distor- 
tions following last year’s 
county loan rate announce- 
ment, notable cross-border 
differences in county rates 
remained Today's an- 
nouncement of the 2003- 


crop county loan rates re- 
sponds to producer com- 
ments and suggestions re 
garding these differences 
While some _ cross-border 
differences were and con- 
tinue to be justified by mar- 
ket conditions, today's ac- 
tions reduce and, in some

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Farmers Encouraged To Sign Up Now 
For New 2002 Farm Bill Programs 


With winter set in and 
farmland in most of the 
country idle until spring, ex- 
perts are recommending 
that farmers and ranchers 
act quickly to take advan- 
tage of the historic opportu- 
nities to sign up for pro- 
grams created under the 
2002 Farm Bill passed this 
summer 

"The legislation, offi- 
cially titled 2002 Farm Se 
curity and Rural Investment 
Act, created many new ini 
tiatives, reauthorized popu- 
lar existing programs at 
higher levels than ever, and 
established record levels of 
government funding for 
farmland conservation. This 
translates into a lot of think 
ing for farmers to do, and a 
lot of work for county-level 
U.S. Department of Agri 
culture staff," said Michael 
R. Kozier, executive direc 
tor of the Garrett County 
Farm Service Agency 
"While each program is 
unique, they all have the 
goal of ensuring stability for 
American farmers," he con 
tinued 

"With the passage of the 
2002 Farm Bill, the USDA 
can do more than we ever 
have before to help Amer 
ica's farmers and ranchers,’ 
said Kozier. "But these deci 


sions are very important 
and they cant be made 
lightly.” 


The direct and counter 
cyclical program is the hall 
mark program of the new 
farm bill, Kozier said. It 
provides for payments to 
eligible producers of 
ered commodities including 
feed grains, wheat, upland 
cotton, rice, soybeans, other 
oilseeds, and peanuts for the 
2002 through 2007 crop 
years. A major feature of 
the new law allows produc- 
ers the option of updating 
their historical bases and 
yields. These bases and 
yields will be used to deter- 
mine program benefits for 
the 2002-2007 crop years, or 
the life of the farm bill 

Owners and producers 
have until April 1, 2003, to 
select base acreage and yield 
options, and until June 2, 
2003, to sign up for the di- 
rect and  counter-cyclical 
program. Direct payments 
for covered commodities 
are made, regardless of mar- 
ket prices, to producers who 
have established crop bases 
and payment yields. Count- 
er-cyclical payments are is- 
sued only if effective prices 
are less than the target pric- 
es set in the 2002 Farm Bill 

"At the same time we

Farm Bill," said Kozier, "we 
were taking giant steps to- 
ward implementing e-Gov- 
ernment, including on-line 
availability of applications 
and other tools.

Next time you meet with your accountant, ask him to 
go over four key financial measures with you. First, know 
your equity position or loan-to-asset ratio. The ratio 
should be 30 percent or greater. Second, figure your asset- 
turnover rate. You should generate $1.40 for every dollar 
invested in the business. Third, determine your return-on- 
equity. It should be at least 6 percent. Finally, calculate 
your return on assets. That rate should be at least 8 per- 
cent or better. In 1980, expenses accounted for about 50 
percent of your milk check. Today, that’s risen to about 
80 percent. It's more important than ever that this smaller 
remainder be invested well." 

2003 Class III contracts near five-year average 

With the average settlement price for 2003 Class III 
contracts on the Chicago Mercantile Exchange hovering 
near the $12 mark, you probably should start locking in a 
price for at least a portion of your milk. The average set- 
tlement price for 2003 Class III futures on Friday was 
$11.90, just 12 cents below the five-year average, says Ken 
Bailey, dairy economist at Penn State University. And 
right now, says Bailey, "I'd take average over below aver- 
age any day." 

Some producers can start locking in a profit with prices 
in the $11.85 to $12 per hundredweight range, says Phil 
Plourd, senior market analyst of Blimling and Associates 
in Cottage Grove, Wis. Although a step in the right direc- 
tion, both he and Bailey only recommend locking in a 
price for 20 percent to 40 percent of 2003 production at 
this time 

Filter strips weed out pathogens 

Grass buffer strips may be a useful tool to prevent 
pathogens in manure from washing into surface water, 
according to scientists with the USDA's Agricultural Re- 
search Service 

The researchers compared grass filter strips with bare 
ground on two soil types - clay loam or sandy loam. They 
applied fresh manure along the top of slopes made of 
these soil types and used overhead sprinklers to simulate 
rainfall. Vegetated slopes held on to practically all of the 
pathogens, leaving none in the runoff water from the 
sandy-loam soil and only 0.6 percent in the runoff water 
from the clay-loam soil. Runoff from the bare slopes con- 
tained far more pathogens 

Stand UP and Be Counted 

Farm and ranch operators across America will be 
asked to participate in the nation's largest and most de- 
tailed statistical portrait of U.S. agriculture - the 2002 
Census of Agriculture. Conducted by the USDA's Na- 
tional Agricultural Statistics Service, the census will pro- 
vide a comprehensive portrait of agriculture at the county, 
state and national levels, depicting how farms and ranches 
stand today compared with five years ago 

Farmers and ranchers will begin to receive the census 
of agriculture forms in late December. New questions will 
collect information on multiple operators per farm, pro- 
duction contracts, certified-organic acreage, grain-storage 
Capacity, computer and Internet use, and. new commodi- 
ties. Other questions will focus on key information such 
as acreage and land use, operator characteristics, crop and 
livestock production, and agricultural product sales 
Twenty percent of operators will also be asked about pro- 
duction expenses, fertilizers and chemicals, machinery 
and equipment, market value of land and buildings, and 
farm labor
